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BRITAIN’S CLOSE ELECTION

THE LIRERALS STILL SLIGHTLY 
IN THE LEAD. 

A MAJORITY OF TWO OVER THE COMBINED 
OPPOSITION—A TORY TRIUMPH IN SCOT- 
LAND—A BEATEN CANDIDATE DIES.

Lonpon, Dec. 4.—The drift to-night sets 
unexpectedly toward the Tories. The first re- 
turn of the day’s polling was from Govan, a 
suburb of Glasgow, where Col. Burleigh, the 
Daily Telegraph's correspondent in the Soudan, 
wes beaten by the Tory shipbuilder, Mr. Pearce, 
the same man who was the subject of the recent 
scandal and affray here. It is said that an un- 
wise attempt to use this a weapon in the can- 
vass accounts for the result. Whatever the 
cause it is certain that this reverse was likea 
bolt from aciear sky to the Liberals. But worse 
was to follow. Newssoon came that Northwest 
Lanarkshire was Tory by more than a thousand 
majority. Both results were absolutely un- 
dreamedof. Now the totalis nine Tories from 
Scotland, and it is likely that there will be two 
more. 

Sir H. F. Ponsonby, the Queen’s private’secre- 
tary.came from Windsor yesterday and was 
closeted for four hours with Lord Salisbury. It 
ls naturalto associate this fact withthe quiet 
announcement made late to-night that the 
Tories have decided to meet Parliament in office. 

The rustic population is voting in a curious 
way. In Kent, Surrey, Sussex, Berks, Herts, 
and Lancashire it is almost solidly Tory. In Bed- 
ford, Durhem, Cornwall, and Northumberland 
It is justas solidly Liberal. In other counties, 
like Somerset, Devon, and one division of 
Gloucester, it lurches heavily toward the Raai- 
cals and next sweeps inthe Tories. Still the 
bulk of the rural vote is obviously going to the 
Liberals. Many droll stories ere told about these 
new voters. CGne, which is asserted to be a fact, 
isthattwoof them went to the polls in War- 
wickshire with halters on their arms with which 
to lead home the cows they expected to get ac- 
sording to the Radical promise. 

Lora Randolph Churchill showed wisdom in 
abandoning Woodstock, for it has gone Liberal 
jespite the Duke of Mariborouzh’s interest. 

Last night I spoke of deaths of citizens due to 
intense excitement. To-day fa still sadder case 
of death is reported. Col. W. R. Trefusis, of the 
Scots Guards, who recently returned from 
Egypt covered with distinction, and last week 
inherited an enormous fortune from his aunt, 
the famous Lady Rodie, was the Tory candicate 
in the Devon division, He died while the votes 
were being counted. As the result shows to- 
night, he was beaten badly. 


LonpDon, Dec. 4.—The latest returns show 
the election of 285 Liberals, 225 Tories, and 58 
Parnellites. The heaviest county polling of the 
whole election will take place to-morrow, and 
will finally decide the relative position of the 
parties, The Liberals are opposed to Mr. Glad- 
stone resuming office unless they have aclear 
majority over Conservatives and Nationalists 
combined, 

Mr. John O'Connor, Nationalist, elected for the 
East Divison of Tipperary, has cbarged the 
Sheriff of the county with showing partiality to- 
ward his opponent, Col. Barton, Loyalist, and 
with libel. The offense is punishable with two 
years’ imprisonment under the Corrupt Prac- 
tices act, and Mr. O’Connor intends to test the 
efiiciency of that act.

THE BALKAN COMPLICATIONS. 
RVIA NOT ANXIOUS TO RESUME THE 
WAR—AUSTRIA’S INTERVENTION. 

BELGRADE, Dec. 4.—The Ministry have 
fecided to remain in office, provided hostilities 
are resumed on Monday, 

The Bulgarian defenses at Pirot, extending 
five miles or the Bela Palanka road, now eaual 
those at Slivnitza. The Servians at Widdin do 
not menace Sofia. King Milan has retired from 
the command fof the army in favor of Col. 
Horvatovich. The latter has appointed Milan- 
ovics his chief of staff and Franasovics, 
the Servian envoy to Italy, a divis- 
fonal commander. The people are clamoring 
for war in order to regain their prestige, but 
King Milan is doubtful of the success of the 
Servian arms in case hostilities continue. 
Prince Alexander demands an indemnity of 
#2,000,000f. Thisamount the Servian Govern- 
ment refuses to pay, hoping that Austria’s sup- 
port of Servia will compel Alexander to make 
peace. The semi-official paper—Videlo—is now 
more moderate in its tone. It says that Servia 
wiil be content with an honorable peace. 

Three successive councils resulted in the abso- 
lute rejection of Bulgaria's terms for an armis- 
tice, but owing to the powers having summoned 
Servia to suspend hostilities the commanders 
are ordered to await a Bulgarian attack. 


PHILIPPOPOLIS, Dec. 4.—The Prefect has 
promised to ask Prince Alexander to receive the 
Turkish delegates, who will meanwhile obtain 
the Sultan’s authority to proceed to Pirot. The 
populace are eager to expel the delegates. 


RustcHvuK, Dee. 4.—Meetings are being 
held throughout Eastern Roumelia to protest 
against the restoration of the status quo ante. 


Vienna, Dec. 4.—Count Khevenhueller, 
the Austro-Hungarian Ambassador at Belgrade, 
bad an audience with Emperor Francis Joseph 
to-day. The Ambassador will return to Belgrade 
to-morrow. 


Paris, Dec. 4.—The Journal des Débats 
states that it is proposed to hold a conference of 
the powers at Berlin to delimit the Servian-Bul- 
garian frontier. 


St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 4.—A meeting of 
the Slav Charitable Society in this city, at which 
Gens. Ignatier® and Tchernaieff were present, 
unanimously adopted a resoiution to assist the 
tufferers by the Servo-Bulearian war. Gen. 
Durnowo, who presided, declared that King 
Milan had apparently been instigated to begin 
the war. He reviewed the previous Eastern war 
and stated that the Czar’s recent order praising 
Bulgaria foreshadowed the beginning of a new 
era.

PARTY STRIFE IN SPAIN. 

MADRID, Dec. 4.—Gen. Saiamanca, the 
representative of the Liberal element of the 
army, adheres tothe party of Gen. Lopez Do- 
minguez. Sefior Martosaiso abandons Premier 
Sagasta’s party in order to join the Dominguez 
party. The fall of Sagasta is considered immi- 
nent, and he will probubiy besucceeded by Do- 
minguez at the head of a Libera! coalition. 

It is stated that the Caroiines protocol stipu- 
lates the exteusion of the Spunish-German 
treaty of commerce from 188/ to 1892. 

Paris, Dec. 4.—A mass for the repose of 
the soul of King Alfonso was celebrated in the 
St. Francis Xdvier Church io-day. Among those 
who attended were the attachés of the Spanish 
Embassy, many Orleanists, and a number of 
members of the Chamber of Deputies. The 
Spanish Embassy hus arranged for a requiem 
mass at the Madeleine Church next Thursday.

Carro, Dec. 4.—A British force consist- 
ing of 1,000 men, aided by the gunboat Lotus, 
bas Cefeated 4,000 rebels near Giniss. A body of 
rebels attacked the fortat Ambigoi and was re- 
pulsed. 

PAkIs, Dec, 4.—The Chamber of Com- 
merce to-day unanimously resoived that the 





commercial interests of France require the oc- 
ane of Tonquin as far as the Chinese fron- 
ier. 

ALGIERS, Dec. 4.—An earthquake has 
thrown down many houses at Mascara, Blidah, 
and Medeah, and destroyed three-quarters of 
the town of Msila. Thirty-two persons were 
killed and 12 other wereinjured. Among the 
victims are séveral Europeans.

AND WEDS VERNONA JARBEAU, 

Curcaco, Dec. 4.—Marriage license No. 
98,233, which came to sight 
Clerk’s office this afternoon, discloses the fact 
that Vernona Jarbeau, the *“* Yum Yum” of Mr. 
Duff's * Mikado” company, now at McVick- 
ers’s, has united her fortunes with one 
Jefferson D. Bernstein, recorded.as of New- 
York, and 22 years old. Jarbeau’s age 
is given as 24. When the newly made 
husband was asked about the wedding he said in 
a vague sort of a way that he ‘“‘had been 
in a trance” for the past three days 
and didn’t know exactly what had happened but 


that he thought very hkely Miss Jarbeau might 
know something about it. Subsequently he 
coyly admitted the marriage which took place 
in the County Clerk’s office yesterday afternoon. 
To save his life he couldn’t tell who performed 
the ceremony. 

“ Yum-Yum” and Bernstein were found at 
MeVicker’s thisevening. ** Yum-Yum,” after a 
great deal of circumlocution, admitted that she 
was Mrs. Bernstein, and added that her husband 
was rich and she hoped her marriage wouldn’t 
injure his business. 





The news of the marriage of Mr. Bernstein and 
Miss Jarbeau was a great surprise to theatrical 
people here, for although it was well known 
that the young persons have passed much 


of their time together for several months, it was 
not suspected that they contemplated matri- 
mony. Miss Jarbeau grew up in this city, and 
in her girlhood was a pupil of the Twelfth- 
street school. She early exhibited musical tal- 
ent and received such vocal training as enabled 
her to secure an engagement to sing in 
a church choir. She made her first 
appearance on the stage at the Stand- 
ard Theatre in this city in January, 1879, as 
Hebe in “ Pinafore.’ She scored a great success, 
and in the succeeding Fall reappeared in the 
part inarevivalof theopera. Subsequently she 
filled the title réle of “Fatinitza’ at the 
same theatre. In the Spring:ot 1880 she made 
her appearance in burlesque as Evange- 
line at the Standard, and afterward 
traveled with Rice's company. Subse- 
quentiy she joined! Stetson’s company and 
spent a season pluyingin Boston. She also filled 
a short engagement with the Kiralfys, play- 
ing a part in the “Seven Ravens,” and 
finally appeared in ‘“‘ Adonis” with Dixey 
at the presentation of the piece in 
Chicago. She played the réle of Artea, and 
made a decided hit by introducing a French song 
in imitation of Théo. She has a mezzo soprano 
voice of pleasing quality. 

It was while she was filling the rOle of Artea 
in * Adonis” last Summer that she captivated 
her prospective husband, who first heard her 
sing, then soucht her acquaintance and became 
enthralied. ‘Jeff’? Bernstein, as be is famil- 
iarly called by his acquaintances, is a handsome 
young man about town, somewhere in 
the neighborhood of 28 years of age, 
and the son of a wealtby horse dealer. 
Both of his parents are dead, and his mother, 
whose death was the more recent of 
the two, left him a handsome” property. 
He inherited his father’s taste for 
horses, and is the owner of a num- 
ber of speedy and valuable animals. It 
wus he who presented Miss Jarbeau with the 
handsome pair of ponies which she was in the 
habit of driving in the Park before sne left for 
Chicago. He has for severul seasons been a fa- 
miliar figure to theatre goers, especially on first 
nights. 





SAMUEL KEPNER’S STORY. * 


HIS CLAIM THAT JOHN F. BETZ, OF PHIL- 
ADELPHIA, OWES HIM $200,000 DENIED. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 4.—Samuel Kepner, 

who was arrested in New-York last week for in- 

toxication and committed to Blackwell's Island, 
claimed that John F. Betz, the millionaire brew- 

er of this city, owed him $200,000. He told a 

remarkable story of his persecutions and troub- 

les. Kepner is a brother-in-law of John F. Betz. 

He was born in Schuylkill County, this State, 

in 1820, and in 1855 he was elected County Treas- 

urer of Schuylkill County. After holding the 
office one year he defaulted in the sum of $20,000 
and fled. The deficiency in his accounts was 
made good by Mr. Betz. Subsequently, in New- 

York, Kepner was taken in by Mr. Betz as a 

bookkeeper at a good salary, but his inordinate 

love for drink brought him into disrepute in a 

tew weeks and he was discharged. Siice that 

time Mr. Betz has supported him and has tried 
in every way to effect a reform. 

Kepner has resided in Philadelphia for several 
years, and during that time he has lived much 
at the House of Correction and the Almshouse. 
“IT used every means possible so reform 
the man,” said Mr. Betz to-day, “‘and I 
have spent hundreds of dollars og him, 
but all of nolavail. He wili get drunk. Seven- 
teen years ago my sister was divorced from him. 
She could not stand his brutal treatment. Sev- 
eral times since I have endeavored to give hima 
start, put he seems incapable of advancement. 
Once 1 took him into my office ata salary of 
$1,000 a year, but I was obliged to discharge him 
inside of three montis. Since then I have otf- 
fered to pay his boardand clothe him if he 
would only keepsober. He never had any in- 
terest with me ina foundry, and his story that I 
owe him $200,000 is preposterous. He owes me 
money. If he had let liquor alone and attended 
to business he might have been a rich man. 





OF INTEREST TO DOCTORS. 

Cuicaao, Dec. 4.—In 1877 Lucas R. Will- 
iams, a graduate of Rush Medical College, in 
this city, presented his diploma to the State 
Board of Health, and was licensed to practice in 
this State. Three years later the board revoked 
the certificate thus granted for an alleged viola- 
tion of “An act to regulate the practice of medi- 
cinein the State of Illinois.”’ Williams carried his 
case into the courts, and the Apellate Court to- 
day rendered a decision which greatly abridges 
the power of the State Board of Health. In the 
decision it is declared that the board is not a 
judicial body and that in respect to the function 
of verifying dipomas the members of the 
board have so little left to their dis- 
cretion that they are not even  quasi- 
judicial officers. As to verificution, the duty of 
the board is simply that of verification of the 
diploma and identification of the person. This 
duty being performed, the board must issue its 
certificate. When a certificate is issued on a 
diploma the functior of the board ends. Will- 
iums had a diploma and the board could not re- 
voke his certificate. The decision of the lower 
court sustaining the board was therefore re- 
versed. 





THE TENNESSEE HATTERS. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 4.—The local 
Knights of Labor appointed a committee to 
visit the dealers in hats and request them to 
sign an agreement binding themselves not to 
purchase or sell any hats manufactured by the 
Stetson Company after their present stocks are 
exhausted. This action was taken on account of 
representations being made that the Stetson 
Company had secured other than skilled labor 
because it was cheaper, thereby depriving good 
workmen of employment. The committee were 
courteously treated by the dealers last night, 
and, with the exception of two firms, ail the 
signatures asked for were given. A similar 
movement isin progress in other cities in the 
State,and the Knights express themseives as 
determined to use all honorabie means to bring 
the company to terms. The order is rapidly in- 
creasing in Tennessee. and it is thought certain 
other corporations will be looked atter before 
long. 


THE STRIKING SHOEMAKERS. 

CincINNATI, Ohto, Dec. 4.—The strike 
among the shoemaxers has spread until it now 
inciudes 2,500 employes. The grievance is that 
the cutters were refuseda demand for an in- 
crease of wages. “ This will certainly injure 
our business and the _ Cincinnati trade 
generally,” said a member of the firm 
of Stribley & Co. “It is impossible 
that it should be otherwise. Our customers be- 
ing unable to get goods from us will go where 
they can and when this difference is settied they 
will be satisfied with the bouses that they have 
been dealing with and when we ask for orders 
we will not getthem. Consequently this strike 
injures the trade of Cincinnati and tbe work- 
men are helping to cut off their wages perma-

SENATOR LOGAN DECLINES 


THE PRESIDENCY OF THE SENATE 
OFFERED AND REFUSED. 

A UNANIMOUS VOTE IN THE REPUBLICAN 
CAUCUS IN FAVOR OF THE ILLINOIS 
SENATOR—WHY HE WILL NOT SERVE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—To the surprise of 
those Senators who had had no opportunity to 
talk with him during the last 24 hours, John A. 
Logan declined to-day the proffered honor of 
being chosen as the President pro tem. of the 
United States Senate. The caucus of Repub- 
lican Senators at which it was intended to settie 
the matter was called to order by Senator Sher- 
man in the Senate reception room a few min- 
utes after 12 o'clock, and within 30 minutes 
thereafter Gen. Logan had been nominated 
and unanimously selected as the candi- 
date and had made a_ speech refusing 
to take the office. His action left the Senators 
unprepared to name another, candidate, and 
they hastily adjourned till to-morrow. Gen. 
Logan’s name was presented to the caucus by 
Mr. Edmunds, who had himself been considered 
by many persons as the one who ought to re- 
ceive the nomination. The Vermont Senator 
reminded his colleagues that when Gen. Logan 
was nominated for Vice-President he (Mr. Ed- 
munds) suggested that he retire from the position 
of President pro tem. and that Gen. Logan be 
then elected to that office. This, it was decided, 
was not advisable at that time. Gen. Logan 
himself did not wish it to be done. Now, 
when the Illinois Senator had received the 
votes of his party for the office of Vice- 
President and had failed by only a very:few 
votes of securing it, it seemed right to Mr. Ed- 
munds that the confidence felt 1n Gen. Logan 
by his feliow-Senators should find expression in 
his selection for the Presidency pro tem., and he 
therefore proposed that this be done by accla- 
mation. No other candidate was offered, and 
Mr. Sherman, after putting Mr. Edmunds’s mo- 
tion to a vote, announced that Gen. Logan was 
unanimously chosen for the Presidency pro tem. 
The Illinois Senator kept perfectly quiet while 
all this was going on, but when the formal an- 
nouncement had been made he stepped forward 
and astonisbed many of his colleagues by refus- 
ing to accept the nomination in tne following 
speech: 

Mr. CHAIRMAN: From the depths of my 
heart I thank the Republican Senators for the 
confidence they repose in me, as expressed by 
the nomination just tendered me by acclamation 
for the position of temporary presiding officer 
of the Senate. I not only thank them, but the 
people of the whole country, for the desire they 
scem to feel that I should be given this very 
honorable position. I wus, however, Sir, the 
nominee of the Republican Party for 
the Vice-President, and was _ vote for 
at the last election. I was not elected. 
For that nomination I then thanked the 
Republican Party, and through the Senators 
present I again return to the Republicans of the 
country my grateful acknowledgments. If I 
thought that I could better serve my constit- 
uents and my country by accepting this position, 
I would most unhesitatingly do so and perform 
the duties to the best of my ability. I do not so 
think, and am sure that I can, by work necessary 
to be performed on committees and otherwise, 
do more that may be useful by remaining in my 
present position. In fact, Mr. Chairman, 
the position is not to my taste, and 
unless [I thought that I could _per- 
form the duties in a more satisfactory 
manner than other Senators, which I do not, 1 
cannot see a necessity for me to occupy the 
chair in preference to any of my brother Sena- 
tors. The Senate has at all times been presided 
over in a most satisfactory manner since I have 
had the honor to be one of its members, and 
doubtless will be so again by any one that may 
be selected. am ready to assist in elevat- 
ing any one who may be selected. And 
now, my brother Senators, I want you 
to know that I fully appreciate your kind- 
ness and the great compliment paid me, but you 
must allow me to say that, after carefully con- 
sidering the matter, I feel that I ought to de- 
cline this nomination and now most respectfully 
do so. 


Gen. Logan’s declination was received with 
expressions of disapproval by several Senators, 
but he declared that his decision was final, and 


the Senators then decided to postpone further 
action until to-morrow, in order that they might 
have time to discuss the situation in its new 
aspect. The subject of the course to be pursued 
by the Republicans with regard to President 
Sleveland’s appointments and various other 
matters expected to come before Congress, was 
not taken up. 

Now that Gen. Logan is out of the race by his 
own decision, there is an animated renewal of 
speculation as to who will be nominuted for 
President pro tem. to-morrow. Senator Sher- 
man’s name is to-night heard more frequently 
than any other, and the impression is general 
that he or Mr. Allison will be the man. Sen- 
ators are very reticent, and 
assert that they do not know how they will vote 
in to-morrow’s caucus. Mr. Sherman is kindly 
spoken of by his colleagues, but there seems to be 
some doubt as to whether he would not follow 
Gen. Logan’s example if the opportunity to do 
so was given him. The same is true of Mr. Alli- 
son. Itis argued against Mr. Sherman that his 
present term does not extend to the end of Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s term, but to this his friends 
reply that by the custom of the Senate the Pres- 
idency pro tem. falls with the expiration of a 
Congress, and it is added that the Ohio Senator 
is sure of a re-election anyhow. It is asserted 
that if Mr. Ailison was chosen he would find it 
very hard to perform the duties of 
the office and also those of Chairman 
of the Appropriations Committee, and it 
is understood that he is not inelined 
to give up his Chairmanship. There are some 
persons who believe that Mr. Edmunds will yet 
be the choice of his colleagues, but his friends 
admit the desire of Republicans to have him 
again for the presiding officer is not so great as 
it seemed to be 10 daysago. One or two persons 
have been heard to say that Senator Ingalls 
would make a good President pro tem., and it is 
said to-night that Mr. Harrison could poll two 
or three votes in the caucus. By common 
consent, however, Mr. Sberman is accept- 
ed as most likely to be selected if he 
does not announce that he will not 
take the promotion. That Gen. Logan did a 
wise thing in declining the Presidency pro tem. 
is the unanimous opinion of the politicians in 
Washington. It was evident from the start that 
the duties of the place would not be congenial 
to a man of Senator Logan's temperament, 
while opinion was divided as to whether or not 
his acceptance of the office would help or mar 
the political ambition with which he is credited. 
Gen. Logan’s decision is understood to have 
been reached after repeated consultations with 
his closest friends and constituents, who con- 
vinced him that he could be of more use to 
them and himself on the tloor of the Senate than 
in the President's chair,

It is taken for granted that Speaker Carlisle 
will be nominated in the Democratic caucus to- 
morrow night by acclamation, and that there 
will be no contest over the other offices of the 
House, except, perhaps, that of Doorkeeper. 


Sergeant-at-Arms Leedom, who had looked for 
some opposition, found to-day that about the 
only opponent heShad was Benjamin Le Fevre, 
whose influence in this, asin other matters inthe 
House, is likely to be small, The members of the 
House of both parties are pouring into the city 
rapidly, and the corridors of the hotels have 
have resumed the busy aspect which they 
will wear for nearly eight mouths or perhaps 
longer. The members of both political parties 
talk more about the proposition to change the 
rules than they do about the candidates for the 
Speakership. Among Republicans the relative 
merits of Mr. Hiscock, of New-York, and Mr. 
Reed, of Maine, are most discussea. Both have 
warm friends, great ability, much experience, 
and therough fitness for the place. If the 
choice of the caucus meant an election there is 
no doubt that Mr. Hiscock would be the preter- 
ence of alarge majority of Republicans, some 
ot whom were members of the Forty-seventh 
Congress and have not ceased to regret the 
foliy which led to the defeat of Mr. Hiscock and 
the election of Keifer by that body. If Mr. Reed 
should receive a majority of the votes to-mor- 
row, the compliment will be regarded as one 
given in recognition of his ability as a debater 
ready of speech, courageous, ingenious, cool, 
and provoking beyond any other Republican in 
the House when circumstances call for the ex- 
ercise of the power to retort effectively and con- 
found a political opponent. The contest 1s a 
friendly one, and there will remain no trace of 
feeling whichever man may be indicated.as the 
leader of the minority. The Republican caucus 
will be held to-morrow afternoon. Thatof the 
Democrats will be held in the evening. Both 
cnucuses are to meet in the hall of the Repre- 
sentatives.

The list ‘of 40 members of the last House who 
signed an agreement to demand a revision of the 
rules includes some members who are not favor- 
able toa distribution of the appropriation bills 
and some who are opposed to the {fpas- 
sage of the Bankruptcy bill, but all are agreed 
as to the importance of permitting the 
majority to decide what measures shall be dis- 
cussed. The signers who were members of the 
last House re-elected to membership in the com- 
ing House include Messrs. Adams, Campbell, 
Belmont, and Spriggs of New-York, Collins of 
Massachusetts, O’Neill, Ciardy, Hatch, and 
Dockery of Missouri, Van Eaton and Barksdale 
of Mississippi, John M. Taylor, Caldwell, and 
Ballentine of Tewnessee, Wilkins, Foran, and 
Hill of Ohio, Murphy of Iowa, Worthing- 
ton and Riggs of Illinois, Jones of Ala- 
bama, Kleiner and Lowry of Indiana, 
Wilson and Gibson, of West Virginia, Mitchell 
and Seymour of Connecticut, Dibhie of South 
Carolina, Curtin and Ermentrout of Pennsylva- 
nia, Wise and O’Ferrali of Virginia, Rogers of 
Arkansas, Lanham, Miller, and Stewart ot Tex- 
as, King of Louisiana, and Henley of California. 
This jist contains a good many names of men 
who were dissatisfied with the failure of the 
river and harbor and Hennepin Canal proposi- 
tions, and they have ‘been reinforced by others 
who are not inspired by disappointment.

On_ the other 
side it is pointed out in small type that it is 42 
years since the Baptist denomination has been 
represented in the Chaplaincy of the House, a 
statement from which it is inferred that Dr.Lodge 
isa Baptist clergyman. The cards also contain 
the information that there are 2,507,703 Baptists 
in the United States, and that the election of 
Dr. Lodge is desired by 80 clergymen in New- 
York, 59 in Phiijadelphia, 23 in Baltimore, 15 in 
Cincinnati, 7 in Detroit, all the Baptist ministers 
in Washington, and by others ina number of 
States.

BOTH COMBATANTS DIE, 


FATAL SHOTS EXCHANGED BY WELL 
KNOWN RESIDENTS OF MACON, GA, 

Macon, Dec. 4.—The bloody duel of last 
night, in which Stroheker was instantly killed, 
was followed to-day by the death of Sam Jami- 
son, the other party to the tragedy. The story 
of the affair is briefly this: A party of men 
were sitting in Benner’s restaurant on Mul- 
berry-street. They were Mr. Sam Jamison, W. 
B. Sharks, Alexander Proudfit, and Dolph 
Powell. While they were laughing and talking 
Edward Stroheker entered, cast a hasty glance 
around, and slipping his right hand in his coat 
pocket started toward the party at the table. 
When pernaps within three feetof Mr. Jamison 
Stroheker drew his pistol, pointed at the un- 
suspecting gentleman, and began to fire. Mr. 
Jamison hastily drew his own pistol and re- 
turned the fire. 

Four sbots were all that were fired. Mr. 
Jamison, who had risen from his chair fell and 
said, *“*I am dead.”’ Somebody remarked, ** Well, 
if you are dead you have got your man.” Mr. 
Jamison replied, *‘ Yes, I believe I have, but T 
am killed.” Stroheker bad dropped his pistol 
and was staggering back against the front 
windows. Suddenly he fell to the floor 
upon his knees, face downward. When 
Stroheker entered the room he did 
not speak. Neither did Jumison’ Speak. It 
wus seen ata glance that Stroheker was rapidly 
dying. He expired about 20 minutes after fall- 
ing to the fioor. A pillow was placed under his 
head and a handkerchief about his jaws; his 
eyes were closed, and his hands were crossed 
upon his breast. An examination of Mr. Jami- 
son’s wounds was made meanwhile. It was dis- 
covered that he had been shot in the right side, 
two balis having entered. The wounds were 
dangerous, and it was believed that they would 
probably end fatally. 

The cause of the shooting is said to have been 
Stroheker’s taking offense because Jamison re- 
fused to drink with him. That trouble occurred 
on Wednesday night last. A further examina- 
tion of Stroheker's body revealed the fact that 
he had been hit three times. One bali entered 
his right side about two inches below the nipple, 
another struck his pistol, and the third 
struck him on the left hip, glanced, 
struck the wall, glanced again, and went 
through the glass door and down the 
steps. It was ascertained that McDonald, 
a printer, gave Stroheker the pistol with which 
he shot Mr. Jamison. It wasalso learned that 
McDonald and Stroheker were seen during the 
day hunting for Mr. Jamison. Stroheker was a 
member of a family which has long heida high 
place in this city. He wasa black sheep, and 
concerning his unfortunate habits it is best to 
say nothing. Jamison died at 10 this forenoon. 
He was one of the most prominent young attor- 
beys of the State ana was frequently member 
of various State Conventions. 





TELEGRAPH MATTERS 1N COURT. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 4.—Judge Blodgett and 
Judg3 Moran held a private conterence to-day 
relative to turning the property ot the Board of 
Trade Telegraph Company over to the corpora- 
tion, it now being in the bands of L. D. Parker, 
Receiver of the Bankers and Merchants’ Tele- 
grapb Company. The result of the conference 
was that Judge Blodgett decided not to turn the 
property over at present,as it was not deemed best 
for the company to incur any turther litigation 
it possible. In the case of the Postal Telegraph 
and Cable Company against EKugene N. Howell 
the defendant to-day tiled a cross bill before 
Judge Blodgett setting out thaton June 1 last 
he recovered a judgement for $61,266 against the 
company, whicn he has been enjoined from col- 
lecting. The company is insolvent and _ in the 
hands of A. B. Chandler and Henry Rosener 
and is not earning enough to pay the judgment, 
and be asks that the assets may be soid by order 
of the court to pay his claim.

PICTURES DETAINED IN MONTREAL. 

MontTREAL, Dec. 4.—At a late hour yes- 
terday afternoon the liquidators of the Exchange 
Bank were notified that a valuable lot of oil 
paintings, supposed to be the property of George 
Craig, who is largely indebted to the bank on 
several unsatisfied judgments, were to be shipped 
from Montreal to New-York.

IN THE CREMATORY FIRES 


—_—_——_———— 
THE FIRST BODY IN THE RETORT 
AT MOUNT OLIVET. 

FRIENDS, RELATIVES, AND OTHER INTER- 
ESTED PERSONS WATCH THE FIRST 
INCINERATION OF EUGENE LIEVRE. 

The first human body reduced to ashes 
inthe new Mount Olivet Crematory, at Fresh 
Pond, Long Island, was disposed of yesterday. 
There was nothing in the entire proceeding that 
approached the usual funereal solemnity or even 
impressiveness, So far as results were con- 
cerned, the incineration was declared to be an 
unqualified success. The remains were not re- 
moved from the retort last night. The furnace 
was new,and it wasthought advisable to conduct 
the cooling process very slowly. The mourners 
went home at dusk with the understanding that 
they were to come back this moruing and see 
the bleached ashes swept into an urn. 

It was a matter of some surprise to people who 
went out from this city to findso much of the 
new crematory spread on the ground with the 
masons’ tools. There was plenty of stone there, 
great blocks of time-discolored marble taken 
from the old‘ St. Nicholas Hotel, but there was 
scarcely enough of the building under a roof to 
give anidea of what it wiil look like when fin- 
ished. One hundred or more persons who pos- 
sessed bits of black-bordered cardboard handed 
them to a doorkeeper and passed into a square hall 
that looked like a compromise between a college 
lecture room and a boiler house. The light 
streame@ in through an ample skylight and re- 
vealed several benches ranged evenly on a hard- 
wood floor, brick walls painted olive green, and 
two ponderous iron doors, set in fire-vrick, 
throwing out just enough warmth to suggest 


the intense heat beyond. It would have taken a 
room three times as big to accommodate the 
people who wanted to pass the doorkeeper but 
could not because they didn’t have a ticket. 

A hearse and a long line of carriages came 
from Hoboken, crossed the East River ferry, 
and rolled over the hard country roads toward 
the populous cemeteries on Long Island just like 
any otherfuneral. But instead of turning into 
any of them the vehicles were clustered around 
the new crematory, while the body of Eugene 
Lievre was litted to the ground. He died about 
a month ago, leaving a request that his body be 
the first one pushed into the new retort. Lievre 
used to keep the old Chambers-Street Ho- 
tel, about where the Newsboys’ Lodging 
House stands now. Of late years he 
has been keeping a hotel in  Hobo- 
ken, He was an Austrian, but he had 
to leave his home because of uncomfortable 
political affiliations. It had been intended to 
have the coffin taken from the pine casing out 
doors while the Liedertafel Singing Society 
from this city sang an anthem, but the arrange- 
ments were changed at the last moment, and six 
men carried the pine box, coflin and all, into the 
audience room and set 1t down in tront of the 
fron doors ot the furnace. The fire had been 
getting hotter and hotter until the room was 
scarcely comfortable, even with ali the windows 
open. 

For a while all was bustie and preparation. 
The undertaker’s men ripped off the covering to 
the pine box and found under it a solid sheet of 
tin. This was removed after some labor with a 
hammer, a can opener, and a big pair of scissors. 
The warm room was filled with the musty odor 
of the tomb. Then the pine box was turned 
over on its side as an improvisation of a bier, 
and the coffin, all wreathed in smilax as fresh 
and as green as the day 1t was put there, 
was in full view of the _ spectators. 
They were composed of the mourn- 
ers and friends of the dead man; 
stockholders and Directors in the United States 
Cremation Company, who had a pecuniary as 
well asa scientific interest in the success of the 
undertaking; men and women who believed 
that cremation was the most rational method of 
disposing of the dead, and wanted to witness the 
process they believedin. So many were there 
clamoring at the door for admission that it was 
hard to find even standing room. The Newtown 
Boara of Health and a delegation of New-York 
undertakers were provided for. 

The members of the singing society had so 
arranged themselves that the *“ Evening Sone” 
by Kerhlau seemed as though it was «a purely 
spontaneous chorus from the crowd. When the 
music ceased J. L. Rohner, a friend of the 
Lievres, stepped to the coffin and read an address 
in German. Much of it was euloygistic of the 
deceased, but he said, among other things, that 
it was a great gratification to get rid of the old 
method of ground burial, with its disagreeable 
cemeteries and ghost stories. Cremation made 
no distinction between the rich and the 
poor; but in cemeteries the prosperous man 
slept beneath costly marble, while the laborer’s 
grave was marked only by a wooden cross. 
After Mr. Roliner sat down the body was lifted 
from the audience room througha door to the 
left of the retort to be prepared for the fire. 
The cool draught of air whicn the open door 
letin from an anteroom was as refreshing as 
an open window early on a Summer morning. 
agThe door closed and the people waited with 
some anxiety, not to say nervousness, for the 
final scenes. Engineer Wiiliam Beamsdorfer 
put some more coke on the fire, let some steam 
into the chimney to create a draurht, and looked 
into his retort. It was heated to about 2,000° 
Fahrenheit. Thoughithere was considerable work 
to be done, it was noticenble that not a sound of 
anything that could he called boiler-room noise 
reached the ears of the mourners nor the spec- 
tators. No scraping of shovels, rattling of irons, 
banging of doors, nor noise of reversing fiues. 
Everything was worked as smoothly and as 
quietly as the most delicate apparatus 
in a chemist’s laboratory. The people 
waiting bad to talk to one another to 
relieve the somewhat oppressive _ silence. 
it took about five minutes to make the final 
preparations in the anteroom. The body was 
put into a cradie made of strong ribs of iron 
and shaped something likea coffin. By the use 
ot iron clamps, pulleys, and chains this was 
lifted noiselessly toa set of rollers on a black 
car which looked not unlike parallel bars from 
& gymnasium set on wheels, The body was only 
partially dressed, though none of the skin was 
exposed butthe hands and face. A sheet of 
white linen dripping with alum water was 
wrapped so ciosely about the corpse as to 
show all its rigid outlines with ,weird 
effect. Then the door was opened again 
aud the car roiled noiselessly;;on)sits rub- 
ber wheels into the audience room, with the 
drippings from the alum cloth running off into 
small streams on the floor. The nearest ap- 
proach to anything like a bush of solemnity was 
when this car was wheeled around in front of 
the retort and a man began tu work at the hot 
iron bars with padded cloths. But even then a 
few men stood up with their hats on and jostled 
about to get a better view, utterly regardless of 
the tears of the dead man’s sister and two chil- 
dren who at the moment of committal could not 
restrain the grief thatsuch relatives usually feel 
‘when they stand beside an open grave and hear 
the handful of earth fall on the coflin. 

The iron door creaked a little, there was a 
sudden burst of blue flame, caused by combus- 
tion of the carbonic oxide, and the spectators 
on the front benches were startled to find them- 
selves rignt at the entrance of a long funnel of 
fire, terrible in its radiance. They put their 
hands before their faces to screen off the in- 
tense glow. The interior of the retort was not 
at white beat, though it very nearly approached 
it. Jets of blue flame shot through the air flues 
into the vault and made a display that was 
really beautiful. The retort was 9 feet long, 
2 feet wide, and 32 inches high. It looked as 
clear and transparentas if it was made of orange 
colored porcelain. If the intromission had been 
peony managed the spectators would not 
1ave been able to get more than a five seconds’ 
glimpse of it,and the bright heated surface 
would not have nad time to dull before tbe door 
closed on the body, but the bungling work of 
an undertaker's assistant kept it ae for fully 
a minute, during a suspense which for the be- 
= was painful and verging upon the hor- 
rible. 

The iron crate was pushed into the retort with 
two long iron hooks, very easy to remove if they 
are put in rigbt, but quite diflicult to handle if 
they are put in wrong. One of themen who 
was assigned to this important part of the work 
manaced it admirably. He pushed in the crate, 
twitched the iron hook outin a twinkling, and 
laid his hand on the heavy door ready to swing 
it to. He was horrified to see the undertaker's 
assistant hauling away at his book as though he 
had thought better of putting the body into 
such a hot place and intended to drag it 
out on the floor. He tugged and puiled, 
bis eyes bulging from their sockets with 
fright. The other man tried to help him, 
but the hook had been inserted wrong and 
would not budge. The people who were look- 
ing onshuddered. The alum cloth covering the 
body first began to smolder and then burst tnto 
a brisk flame. The walls of the retort softened 
into a dull red and the obstinate hook stil) heid. 
The alum cloth burned away so that the man's 
feet were exposed, and the assembied crowd be- 
gan tofear that the body was going to slowly 
shrivel up before them. Fortunately persistent 
tugging released the hook and the door was 
slammed close, but Superintendent Merriam 
was in a cold sweat. Hereafter, he said, only 
men familiar with the retort should take a hand 
in that proceeding. 

The door was boited, the edges plastered with 
soft clay to prevent the escape of the anses, and 
then people outside who had not been tortunute 
enough to get inside to see the committal were 
allowed to come and stand near tne furnace. A 
few persons were permitted to go into the 
boiler room and peep through a pteceof mica 
about the size ot a Biand siiver dollar into the

retort, where the body was crumbling away. 
But they could see nothing of it. The vault was 
filled with an impenetrable haze, which ger 
brighter as the fire grew hotter. Prof. P. J. 
Eames said that after the body was in the re- 
tort and the door was closed the heat reached 
2,500°, which is white heat. Everybody who 
cared anything about it said that as 
Prof. Eames built the furnace he ought 
to know. Butan iron molder, with a scientitic 
turn of mind, who was present, said that he was 
sure the heat did not reach 1,000°. Prof. Eames 
said that there was no way of increasing it, but 
@man accustomed to the phenomena could teil 
the temperature by the color within 150°, The 
cradle, he said, was made of Swedish wrought 
iron prepared for the purpose. At white heat 
temperature it might come out of the retort 
slightly scaled and with an oxidized surface. 
It would get soft at 3,500°, but it was seldom 
necessary to run up to that figure. The coke 
used in heating the retort came from Pennayl- 
vania, and was also specially prepared for the 
pnrpose. It coutained 93 per cent. of carbon, 
while ordinary coke sold at the city gas works 
only contained 40 or 50 per cent. 

There are two retorts, and if is calculated to 
incinerate two bodies an hour when everything 
is in working order. Prot. Eames said that he 
would contract to dispose of a body and get the 
ashes in the receiving urn in an bour. Mr. 
Beamsdorfer, who had charge of the incinera- 
tion yesterday, superintended 52 cremations in 
Lancaster, Penn., all that had been burned there 
up to Oct. 1, when he came here to get the new 
crematory in working order. He said that it 
took seven and one-half hours to incinerate 
the first body put into the Lancaster 
retort, and the quickest time ever recorded 
there was five hours, Every few minutes Mr. 
Beamsdorfer peeped through the isinglass to 
look at the body. He could tell fromthe ap- 
pearance of the gases, he said, how far incin- 
eration had advanced. When the gases disap- 
peared incineration was complete, and it was 
time to begin the cooling off process. The 
ashes were bleached bya currentof cold air. 
This usually took about 15 minutes, though 
there was a great difference in bodies. 

One of the Directors, who was :deploring the 
awkward delay which set the alum cloth on 
fire, said that the combustion was caused by 
the cold air rushing into the retort. Usually 
the alum cloth retained its form after the body 
was incinerated, like a sheet of paper that burns 
away On the coals but does not crumble. Then 
it can be easily separatea from the human ashes, 
The percentage of ashes that comes from the 
clothes on the body is very small, not more than 
six ounces from an entire suit. After incinera- 
tion is complete, the crate is taken out of the 
retort. Some of the ashes which invariably 
come out with it are carefully swept into a 
three-cornered urn. Then a iong, stiff brush, 
something like those bakers use to clean out 
their ovens, is pushed in and the _ re- 
mainder of the ashes are swept from the retort. 
They will be stored in the crematory. if desired, 
when it is finished, but at present they will be 
taken away by friendsof the dead. There was 
no perceptible odor in the crematory during the 
incineration, but a “crack back of the buck- 
stave,” as the engineer said in response to in- 
quiries, let some of the body gases escape from 
the retort into the audience room. It could be 
easily repaired, the engineer said, when the 
furnace was cool, A partition wall of building 
brick separates the audience room from the fire 
room. The heat from the turnace has made 
three big cracks in this wall, extending from the 
ceiling about four feet downward, until they 
reach the fire brick. This has been made with 
very great care, and will not crack at any tem- 
perature, it is said. 

About 40 bodies are now awaiting cremation. 
Karl Anried, of this city, was one of the specta- 
tors at the incineration yesterday and he was so 
well satisfied with it that he made arrangements 
for cremating his wife. It is expected that 
bodies will be disposed of as fast as they come 
in after this week. The cremation company 
does not undertake to regulate the services in 
the audience room. It simply rents the place to 
friends of the dead to carry out such ceremo- 
nies a8 May be considered fitting, and only takes 
charge of the body when it is ready for incinera- 
tion. Yesterday’s arrangements were somewhat 
crude because the surroundings were new. A 
watchman sleptin the crematory last night to 
look out for the ashes in the retort. They were 
left there with the consent of the family.

The Grand Jury 
in their report say they found the City Govern- 
ment fearfully dominated by ring rule and 
city affairs generally in a very bad con- 
dition. “The Police Department,” they 
say, “‘is a wretched affair, insufficient, in- 
eflicient, effete, with hoodlumism rampant 
throughout every portion of the city by day 
and burglars plying their avocation throughout 
the night. The city is in a deplorable condition, 
and every citizen’s house is liable to be entered 
any hour of the nignt or day, his family insult- 
ed, and bis house robbed, unless there is a mule 
protector on the premises ready and armed for 
resistance. Thestreetsare in a fearful condi- 
tion of neglect and filthy beyond description. 
From an official statement furnished by 
Mr. Fitzpatrick we found his force wholly 
inadequate, as is the appropriation § for 
the maintenance of the department. A 
remedy for ali these evils is a new 
city charter which the citizens should call 
on the next Legislature to givethem. We rec- 
ommend the reorganization of the police under 
what is known asthe Metropolitan Police bill. 
That was the best police system the city ever 
had, and should be returned to as soon as possi- 
ble. Civilservice reform should be applied in 
allits amplitude to every department of State, 
parish, and city government. The Judges of the 
Criminal District Courts should be appointed for 
life or good bebavior and thus placed beyond the 
contingency of political changes.”

SUSPICIONS OF FOUL PLAY. 

St. Louts, Dec. 4.—Frank Gorsage, a 
farmer, residing near Doddsville, Schuyler 
County, Ill., arrived here to-day. He comes to 
investigate the cause of the Metropolitan Hotel 
fire, whereby his brother, Oliver J. Gorsage, 
lost his life. Mr. Gorsage first learned of his 
brother’s death Wednesday evening last froma 


letter written by some one connected with the 
Coroner's office in this city. He took the first 
train for St. Louis, arriving last night. “My 
brother left Doddsville about four weeks ago,” 
said Mr. Gorsage, “his destination being St. 
Louis, where he expected to secure employment 
as a briok manufacturer, in which he was an ex- 
pert. At that time he had over $200 in his 
possession, and after his arrival he_ re- 
ceived an additional $500. I understand 
that not a dollar was found among 
his effects, and as he was also possessed 
of valuable papers I feel satisfied that he was 
the victim of foul play. I bave visited the 
Morgue and viewed the body and shali leave for 
me to-night, taking the corpse with me.”’ 

Mr. Gorsage was unable to find where the dead 
man had deposited a dollar, and from this fact 
alone he inclines to the belief that some one 
connected with the Metropolitan Hotel secured 
his money and then fired the building. Two 
gentlemen who were also boarding at the Metro- 
politan and barely escaped with their lives are of 
the same opinion as Mr. Gorsage. 


FATHER AND SON BOTH KILLED. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 4.—Between 5 
and 6 o’clock this morning, while William Rohl- 
fing, aged 63 years, a wealthy farmer, and his 
son Charles, aged 32, were hauling on their farm 
at Pleasant Prairie, about four miles south of 
Kenosha, the horses took fright, and in trying 
to stop them the elder Rohlfing was thrown 
under the feet of the animals and killed, his 
right side being so badly crushed that he 
lived only three hours after the acoi- 
dent. Charles Rohlfing, who was on top 
of the load, was carried about 20 rods 
when the wagon came into collision with a tele- 
graph pole, throwing bim against the pole 
breaking his peck and crushing hisskull. His 
body was found wedged between the wagon and 
the pole. The body of theelder Robiting was 
found by a tramp who happened to pass that 
way. Mr. Rohifing was an old settler of the 
county, having come here in 1357. Two of his 
sons reside in Dakota. His wife andson Henry 
are the only members of the family left iu this 
vicinity. 








SUDDEN END TO A SPORTING TRIP. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 4.—The fact has 
just become known that the trip of an Indian- 
apolis hunting party to the Illinois River came 
to a sudden end two weeks ago to-morrow by a 
tragedy that resulted in the death of one of the 


punters employed by them. He was in the boat 
occupied by R. P. Daggett, a prominent archi- 
tect of this city, and, both he and the punter 
being inexperienced, the latter occupied a 
seat in the middle of the boat, while the 
sportsman sat in the stern. The latter 
shot at a couple of ducks, and when the smoke 
lifted he was horrified to see the body of his com- 
panion lying on the bottom of the boat with the 
top of his head blown off. The deceasea young 
man was 20 years of age and unmarried. A Cor- 
oner’s jury exonerated Mr. Daggett from all 
blame, but the unfortunate gentieman is almost 
distracted over the affair. Betore leaving for 
home he saw that the dead man bad a respecta- 
bie burial and paid all expenses.

DUE TO HIS JEALOUS LOVE 


THE REASONS FOR YOUNG RAY’S 
DOUBLE CRIME. 

HIS WIFR’S GUILiI PROVED BY A DE- 
TECTIVE’S REPORTS—TRYING TO MAKE 
HER DRINK POISON, 

On the body of Charles A. Ray, who 
shot his wife and killed himself at No. 1,003 Mad- 
ison-avenue on Thursday evening, were found 
documents which disclose the reason for 
the suicide and teil the story of 
his wife’s faithlessness. Clutched in his stiff- 
ened fingers was a torn and mutilated telegram, 
on which the words ‘I’ve got them dead te 
rights” could with difficulty be deciphered. It 
was this scrap of paper that led Ray to take his 
own life after attempting to kill his wife. He 
received it on Thursday afternoon froma de- 
tective whom he had employed to shadow his 
wife, whose conduct in her own house had 
aroused his suspicions. 

On Sunday, Noy. 15, upon entering the parlor 
he found a young man of about his own age in 
conversation with his wife. She ineroduced the 
visitor to her husband as David Wallace. The 
latter seemed to be on particularly friendly 
terms with Mrs. Ray, and “when she rose from 
her chair with a view of accompanying her hus- 
band for a stroll Wallace arranged her shawl in 
such a loving manner asto attract Ray’s atten- 
tion. During their walk Ray asked his wife how 
long she had known Wallace. She replied care- 
lessly that she had made his acquaintance a few 
months ago. 

Ray was passionately devoted to nis wife, 
whom he considered the handsomest woman in 
New-York. The recollection of Wallace’s man« 
ner seemed to rankle in his mind, and his suspi- 
cions that the young man was on a more inti- 
mate footing with Mrs. Ray than she cared to 
admit were strengthened by her pettishness in 


replying toany inquirics he made about Wallace. 
Whenever he recurred to the subject she exhib- 
ited symptoms of impatience and anger. He 
became moody and taciturn, and Mrs. Ray was 
alarmed at his manner. She wrote to Wallace, 
telling him that her husband’s suspicions had 
become aroused, and requesting him to call 
upon Ray and satisfy him that they were merely 
upon friendly terms. Wallace did so, and wrote 
to Mrs. Ray the following letter on Nov. 18: 

Mre. Charles Rav, No. 1.003 Majdison-avenue: 

DEAR MADAME: I have seen your husband, and am 
svery glad the misunderstand:ng of Sunday has been 
explained satisfactorily, and trust in the future noth- 
ing of the kind will occuracuin. Very respecttully, 

DAVIS S. WALLACE. 

Upon reading this letter Mrs. Ray became sat- 
isfied that ber husband would neither trouble 
her nor himself any more about Wallace. Sha 
placed too much reliance unon Wallace's tact. 
That voung man had overshot the mark. Ine 
steaa of ailaying he strengthened Ray’s suspli- 
cions that Wallace and Mrs. Ray were on closer 
terms than either of them cared to admit. He 
decided to employ a detective, but tefore doing 
so he wrote the following letter to his wite: 

Nov. 27, 1885. 

MY DARLING WIFE: For God’s sake please do not 
think anything of what L say to you because it is my 
love for you, (my darliny,) and if anything should hap- 
pen to you it would drive me mud. My durling, it is 
all owing to the love I have for you that | do and say 
to veu. Have trust in me and you will never be led 
xatray. linciose facts which you can see for yourself 
lead to not having faith in each other. If | get the 
money will be home early totuke youdown town with 
me. Your ever loving husband, CHAKLIE, 

A thousand kisses and God biess you. 

This letter he did not give her, concluding 
probably that it might cause her to take meas- 
ures to circumvent his designs. He consuiteda 
private detective in the last week of November. 
and received daily reports from him. Some of 
these he destroyed, others he carried about 
with bim in an overcoat pocket. No. 1,008 
Madison-avenue was shadowed trom morning 
till night. Every movement of Mrs. Ray was 
noted and communicated to her husband. 
On Nov. 30 sbe went shopping. While 
at Ridley’s, in Grand-street. she bowed to and 
smiled atashop walker, Not only was this cir- 
cumstance made known to Ray, but he was alsa 
furnished with a minute description of the floor 

walker who had been the recipient of Mrs. Ray’s 
smiles. On Dec. 2 there was a report from his 
cetective, which was found in tbe dead man’s 
pocket smeared with his blood. The blood lay 
so thick upon one side of the paper as to make 
the writing aimost illegible. The report was as 
follows: 

“At 12:50 P. M. she came out dressed ina different 
coat, wearing one trimmed with fur. She got on # 
Fourth-avenue car going down twon. She kept lock- 
ing out or the car bebind. presumably to sea 
if sbe was being shavowed She zot off 
at Twenty-third-street and met a young man right 
on the corner. ‘he meeting was ussuredly by 
appointment, us she walked straight up xnd spoke to 
him, took his arm west to Broadway and ‘l'wenty~ 
second-street and to No. 34 EKust ‘l’'wenty-second- 
street. Hedid not ring the bell, and, the door open- 
ing, |think he must have had a key; time,2 P. M. 
I saw nothing of them until 4:45 P. M., when 
bcth came out together. ‘The mun had on a dif-« 
ferent overcoat. They went‘to Broadway, walked up ta 
‘Thirty-second-streett, turned around and walked down 
Broadwaf¥ to Seventeenth-street. I will here mention 
that they were chatting aud laughing and seemed 
much teken with each other ali the time, through 
sSeventeenth-street, (they walked,) up Fourth-avepue, 
to T'wenty-third-street, where they stood talking for 
two orthree minutes. They kissed each other twice, 
shook hands on parting, and she took a Fourth-avenue 
car up town; time, 5:25 to 5:30 P. M. 

“Tbe yvoung man is about 25 years old, 5 feet 7inches 
in height, 180 to 140 pounds’ weight, very short, durk 
brown hair, small brown mustache, medium complex 
fon; dressed in black dinzonal cutaway ocat and vest, 
brown and light mixed goods pantualoons, black derby 
hat. When he came out at 4:45 P. M. be wore s light 
brown Newmarket overcout.”’ 

This report maddened the. deceived husband 
and he dashed off the foliowing telegram to the 
detective: 

“Could not wait at office. If possible, would like to 
come to your oftice or huaye some one meet me.asl 
have some new chic.” 

After writing the dispatch he changed his 
mind, and, instead of sending it, placed it in his 
pocket and went home. He was very moody 
during the evening. His mother attributed his 
manner to overwork. His wite cerefuily re- 
frained from commenting upon it. On Thurs- 
day afternoon he hurried bomeupon receiving 
word from the detective that he ‘had got them 
dead to rights.” He went to his wife, who bad 
only an hour or so before left Wallace in the 
parlor, and kissed ber. He then asked her to 
accompany him to their bedroom, as he had 
something particular to say to her, 

When they were bothin the room _ be locked 
the door. This action puzzled her. Turning to 
her he produced the cetective’s dispatch and 
charged her with her guilt. She clutched the 
paper, crammed it in her mouth, and attempted 
to swallow it. Ray clutched her by the throat 
and threw her on tne bed. He recovered the 
paper, and then, tating a small bottie from his 
overcoat pocket, poured the contents, a solution 
of strychnine, into two goblets, He demanded 
thatshe drink one while he drank the other. 
The wife refused.ffHastily swallowing a mouth- 
fulof the poison, Ray pulled a pistol from hig 
pocket, and leveling it at his wife, who stood 
near the door, fired. The ball entered her left 
cheek. The woman screamed and fell to tho 
floor. Ray fired twice at his head. The first 
shot did not strike him, but entered the ceiling. 
The second took effect. The ball fractured the 
right parietal bone of the skull.and death was al- 
most instantaneous, 

Tbe screams of Mrs. Ray were heard by her 
mother-ip-law, Mrs. Horace Hayden, and tha 
servants. She begged them to open the door 
from the outside. This was done, and Mrs. Ray 
was found lying on the floor with her face cov- 
ered with blood, while near by lay her dead bus- 
band, stretched at full length upoa the floor. 
Mrs. Ray was placed on the bed. saw tha 
body of her husband and asked how he was, 
When informed that he was dead she screamed 
like a mad womanjand vegged God to let her 
die also. 

Coroner Messemer. who arrived on the scene 
about four hours after the shooting, was of the 
opinion at first that the womau bad snot her 
husband and then tried to kill herself. After 
examining the wound in_ Ray's head he 
became satisfied tbat the unfortunate 
man had done the shooting. He questioned 
Mrs. Ray closely regarding the cause of tné 
shooting. For three hours she refused to an. 
swerany questions. She was asked if she felf 
agif she were dying. She answered briskly) 
“Oh no,1 do not teel like a dying woman. 
This she said to Capt. Gunner, of the Twenty- 
eighth Precinct. Finally she was told that she 
would save herself and her friends much incon< 
venience if she answered any questions that 
might be addressed to her by the Coroner. 
She was placed under oath and then confessed 
that she had been unduly intimate with David 
S. Wallace for months, and had known him be- 
fore her marriage with Ray. She met Wallace, 
she said, in his room st No. 34 East Twenty-sec« 
ond-street. At first she said she went there to 
mend his clothes, but finally admitted that it 
was for another purpose. During the recital of 
her story sbe wished muny times that she had 
died with her husband. It was after! o’clock 
yesterday morning when she finished her story. 

The vuliet in her face was probed for yester- 
day afternoon and will be removed to-day. It 
fg located in the upper part of the jaw, about 
half an inch in {rout of the lett ear. It passed 
along the ieft cheek bone- Drs. Helmuth, Ful- 
ton, and Raynor were in attendance upon her 
yesterday. Her recovery, they state, is only 
a question of time. The only persons admitted . 
to her room yesterday, except the physicians, 
Coroner.4and inmates of the house, were her 
sister, Mrs. Charles Guibert, of Brooklyn, and 
her husband, James Halliday, her brother, 
and Mrs. Hayden. She expressed reai 
anxiety to kKovow the sentiment enter- 
tained toward her by her husband's 
mother, and Mrs. Hayden sat by her sidé

Mrs. Hayden said yesterday that Ray was her 
gon by her first husband, Fowler Ray, who was 
kilied in his own factory in this city 25 years azo 
by a piece of shafting falling upon him. He 
Was a manufacturer of car springs. Ray had 
often declared that he had but two objects in 
life, his wife and success in business. He 
Was assistant mechanical engineer to theGeneral 
Buperintendent of the Railway Cab Hilectric 
Bignal Company, of Nos. 40and 42 Broadway. 
He was of an impulsive and imaginative nature, 
and believed implicitly in Spiritualism. In one 
of his pockets was found a letter addressed toa 
clairvoyant. The envelope was of fashionable 
shape and slate color. The letter was written on 
brick-tinted paper and was as follows: 

“My DEAR SPIRIT: Please answer me by mail if 
my business is going to be successful. 

: ad >, 5.—Try and do so without opening the enve- 
ope. 
‘The clairvoyant evidently did not do business 
in this way, astheenvelope had been opened. 
She, or the spirit, answered Ray's letter on a

BISHOP DOMINICK MANUCY. 

Bishop Dominick Manucy, the third 
Catholic Bishop-of Mobile, died in that city yes- 
terday morning at 6:30 o’clock after an-iliness of 
nearly a year. He was 62 years old. He was 
born in St. Augustine, Fia., and educated at 
Spring Hill College, Mobile, where he was made 
a priest. He served with success in Warrington 
and Apalachicola, Fla, and in the cathedral in 
Mobile, likewise in Montgomery. In 1874 he was 
ronsecrated Vicar-General of Brownsville, 
Texas, and titular Bishop of Dulma. He was 
Bppointed Bishop of Mobile Jan. 2, 1884, and in- 
stailed March 30.

Canalmen-whose. boats lie along the:Kast 
River front near Sixty-third-street were busy 
all of yesterday morning gathering in the wreck- 
age of the tugboat Dorie Emory, which was 
blown up off Fifty-ninth-street on Thursday. 
Most of the pieces were fit only for kindling 
and were raked in for that purpose. At about 
10 o'clock Capt. Cassidy, of the canalboat George 
W. Gates, saw floating toward him a piece of 
white cotton cloth. The canalman grappled for 
it and hauled it in. To his horror he found that 
the white fragment was human flesh, which had 
evidently been torn from the breast of one of the 
crew on the tugboat. The wood was part of the 
body of the boat. A canalman belonging to the 
boat Oswego fished up a soap box containing a 
new Woollen shirt and a pair of socks. Nothing 
else of interest was found, although boatmen 
and crowds of the curious watched from the 
wharves all day. 

A man about 21 years of age went into the 
Twenty-eighth Precinct Police Station yester- 
day morning and stated that he was ‘fuomas 
Van Husen, the fireman of the tugboat Dorie 
Emory, which had been blown up, with her 
crew, on the East River Thursday evening. 
About 5 o'clock in the afternoon of Thursday, 
while the boat lay at the footof Eighty-ninth- 
street, East River, Capt. Morris had given him 
jeave to go ashore to see his friends, he cook, 
Thomas Davis, who had often served as fireman, 
would take his place, and he was to roe the 
boat at the Fifth-street pier, Hoboken. He made 
use of his liberty to visit his father and mother 
who were living on a barge that was tied up at 
the foot of Ninth-street, Hast River. He staid 
with them until 8:30, when he bade them good- 
bye and started for Hoboken. When he reached 
the Fifth-street pier he found that the Dorie 
Emory had not arrived, and he spent the night 
on a schooner at the foot of Highty-ninth-street, 
North River, which Capt. Morris bad engaged to

to account for the explos Cafferetta, the 
engineer, was a trustworthy man and very at- 
tentive to his duties in the engine room, and 
Davis was as familiar with the business of fire- 
man as he was himself.

ing been offered an increase in his pay to do so, 
He was somewhat reluctant to take the place, 
fearing that the boat might meet with a serious 
accident. His wife said he thought the Emory an 
unlucky boat. On Tuesday, however, he took 
charge. His son, who is not yet 18 years old, 
went with him. Mrs. Morris is left with no 
means of {support éxcept such as may be fur- 
nished her by hertwo remaining boys, one of 
whom is 14 years old and the other 12. 

A. J. Arata, one of the owners of the tug, 
called at the office of the local Inspectors of 
Steam Vessels, in the Post Office Building. re 
terday morning, to ask if anything would be 
done officially in regard to the loss of the vessel.

The boat 
was allowed to carry 60 pounds pressure. They 
think it was ey. under 100 pounds. The 
Emory was inspecte My Hull Inspector P. C, 
Petrie on July 10, and by Assistant Boiler In- 
spector James H. Stephens on July 12 last. In- 
spector Petrie reported the hull sound. As- 
sistant Inspector Stephens had the following to 
say about the boiler: “This boiler has had ex- 
tensive repairs done to it in the Spring and Sum- 
mer of 1885, and appears to be in good condition 
at the present time. This boiler was in the tug 
Indian first, and was taken out of her and put in 
the Dorie Emory on account of its being too 
small for the Indian.”

HIS COUNSEL ADVISES HIM NOT TO AP- 


PEAR BEFORE THE GRAND JURY.

It so, that will give him 
the opportunity he desires to meet his accusers fuce to 
face in the presence of a jury in whose selection he has 
had some voice, and where he can learn what witnesses 
testified to and can cross-examine them and the whole 
proceeding is a public one.

INTERNAL REVENUE CHANGES. 
THE NEW AND THE OLD COLLECTOR IN 


THE SECOND DISTRICT, 


The appointment of John A. Sullivan to 
be Collector of Internal Revenue for the Second 
New-York District, in place of M. B. Blake, 
suspended, is the eightieth change in the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service since last March. As there 
are 85 Collectors in the country, there conse- 
quently remain only five undisturbed. Of 
these five two are in this State—Morris Fried- 
sam, of the Third District, in this city, and 
Henry 8. Pierce, of the Twenty-eighth 
District, in Rochester. Mr. Suliivan learned 
of his appointment through the  col- 
umns_ of HE TIMES yesterday morn- 
ing. After he had gone down town for the 
day, however, his wife telegraphed him that 
the official papers of his appointment had arrived 
by mail. Mr, Sullivan said that he owed his a 

ointment to his business friends in the Produce 

ixchange, and not to any direct political infiu- 
ence. He will assume the duties of the office as 
soon as he has qualified and furnished the neces- 
sary bonds, which are fixed at $100,000. When 
asked what changes be would make in the work- 
ing force of the office he said: “I can’t tell 
exactly as I have not giventhe matter much 
thought. I will be guided entirely by circum- 
stances,” 

M. B. Blake, the suspended Collector, was in 
his usual cheerful mood when.called upon in his 
office yesterday afternoon. He had received 
word from Washington on Thursday informing 
him of his suspension, which takes effect as soon 
as his successor qualifies. Mr. Blake has been con- 
nected with the Internal Revenue Service since 
1462, having been appointed during Mr. Lin- 
coln's first term as President. For the past 14 
years he has been absent from duty not more 
than two working days in succession at any one 
time. He has 40 men in his office, most of whom 
have been in the service nearly alltheir lives. It 
is expected that the entire force will be-changed 
as soon as-the new Collector takes office.

INSURANCE INVESTIGATIONS. 
SUPERINTENDENT M’CALL’S WORK IN THIS 
CITY—THE BOWERY COMPANY. 

Superintendent. John A. McCall, Jr., of 
the Insurance:Department, has been in: the city 
for several days engaged in his periodical exam- 
ination of the various insurance companies, do- 
mestic and foreign. Last night, at the Park- 
Avenue Hotel,.he said: “In a general way it 
can be said that the condition of the fire in- 
surance interest is about the same as last year. 
The tendency to divert the business to the larger 


companies continues and the question is surely 
becoming one of the survival of the fittest. The 
ratio of expenses in the small companies is rela- 
tively so much greater as compared with their 
stronger competitors that no other outcome 
could be anticipated. There are several of the 
smaller companies that will, without doubt, ro 
out of business on Jan. 1, or soon after, but I 
don’t wish to make their names public. The 
life insurance business was never in finer shape 
than now, and nothing better could be desired so 
far as the various companies are concerned.” 

Speaking of the affairs of the Bowery Fire In- 
surance Company, Mr. McCali said: ** The policy 
holders are abundantly secured, and one good 
result of the investigation is that the stock- 
holders know just where they stand and will 
probably henceforth take some care to look 
after their interests, In what was done there 
was no intention of reflecting in any way 
upon the personal integrity of the of- 
ficers of the company. They were not free 
from blame and deserved to be pulled up. The 
public reports did them an injustice it stating 
that the officers had improperly retained the 
commissions on the premiums on risks placed 
for the Rochester German company. They did 
retain the commissions, $16,000 in amount, on 
agency business done, but not on the reinsurance 
business, as stated. The President nas agreed to 
return to the company the share retained by him. 
or $8,000, and this will be, or has already been, 
done, Both officers were in fault in assisting in 
the temporary exchange of securities whereby 
the company escaped taxation. Mr, McCall 
said that he would prosecute without mercy 
any infraction of the bill passed at the last 
Legislature whereby insurance was possible in 
companies not authorized to do business in the 
State, and that measures had been taken to 

revent the continuance of business by the Plate 

lass Company, the President of which, Mr.

The mortgage on 
my house was made in 1871, eight years prior to 
my leaving the company, and was for money 
jJoaned to me in the regular course of business. 
As tothe amount of $16,000 in commissions on 
business of the Rochester German Insurance 
Company, alleged to have been taken by 
me, and converted to my own use, the officers 
of the Bowery Insurance Company were author- 
ized by the Board of Directors to act as agents 
for the Rochester German Insurance Company 
for the metropolitan district, and the agency 
of the company was taken in the Jatter part 
of 1879, 80 that for the past six years the Di- 
rectors of the Bowery Company have been 
cognizant of the fact that the officers were act- 
ing as agents for the above company, as the 
signs of the Rochester Coimpany were fully dis- 
played inthe office.

Respecting the claim of Commissioners Grace, 
Smith, and Fish to compensation exceeding 
$10,000 for each, Judge Barrett said: ** Their 
claims are made up on an inaccurate view of 
the nature of the office and of the fees admissi- 
ble for such serviees as the office calls for. * * * 
They are moderate trom the Commissioners’ 
point of view, because such men could probably 
have employed the time spent upon their official 
duties at much greater profit to themselves pecu- 
niarily than the amounts charged here for their 
services. Upon the other hand, the charges are 
excessive, viewed in the light of similar 
charges under somewhat analogous legislation, 
or if compared with what men, less conspicu- 
ous, but perfectly competent for this particular 
work, would have deemed amply suflicient. 
* * * The court can only allow what is reason- 
able for the particular service, without regard- 
ing the personality of the official further than 
to consider the value of his experience, train- 
ing, and capacity to the special work in hand, 
The result of these considerations, upon the en- 
tire evidence, is that the amounts claimed by 
the Commissioners should be reduced to $5,000 
each,” with $1,500 additional to Gen. Smith for 
his services as Ohairman of the commission.

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EVILS OF ROLLER SKATING. 
EY PROVIDENCE: RINKS TO.BE-CLOSED-ON' 
ACCOUNT’*OF IMMORALITY. 

PROVIDENCE,.R..I., Deo..4.—The ‘brief an-: 
nouncement made in the city newspapers to-day 
that the Board of Aldermen had voted on Thurs- 
day not to grant further licenses to roller skat- 
ing rinks. gave rise to considerable speculation. 
The only Information to be gained from the 
report of the.-reguiar proceedings was that the 
board went.into executive session, heard a re- 
port of an investigation concerning the rinks, 
and voted unanimously to discontinue the 
licenses, THE TiMEs's correspondent this even- 
ing learned upon good authority that the report 
which was submitted in private to the board 


disclosed a state of immorality among young 
girls pelonming to respectable families hardly to 
be believed were it not that the evidence upon 
which the report was based was carefully 
gathered and prepared. ; 

For some time there had been complaints 
heard in this city of a perceptible increase in the 
number of young street walkers. The girls 
complained of did not openly solicit company at 
night, but they made it their regular practice to 
promenade up and down the streets on pleasant 
afternoons, and carry on open flirtations with 
those specimens of humanity known as * mash- 
ers.”” In many instances the promenading was 
carried on wellinto the evening, and by girls of 
very tender years. Assertions were made in 
certain quarters that the roller skating rinks 
were responsible in part for the bad conduct of 
the girls. Four weeks ago Mayor Thomas 
Doyle determined to trace out these, and at his 
suggestion Chief of Police Child detailed ofhcers 
to attend the rinks in citizens’ dress and thor- 
oughly investigate the matter. The worst that 
had been said about the existence of immoral 
influences was confirmed by the official report 
of the investigation. The officers night after 
night saw degraded women mingling with young 
giris as freely as though they were of good char- 
acter. Every night the officers saw professional 
‘“*mashers” entice young girls,some of whom 
were in short clothes, to accompany them out 
of therinks. The officers followed these young 
girls, saw them go into. saloons where liquors 
were sold, and later followed them and their 
male escorts to houses. 

In one rink a week ago the officer detailed saw 
a young girl come in who had just begun to 
learn to skate and was unable to go about alone 
on the rollers. He questioned one of the regru- 
lar male patrons as to who and what she was. 
The young fellow remarked that he didn’t know 
who she was, but unless she was made of differ- 
ent stuff than the restof the young girls who 
came to the rink she would be some one’s prey 
in less than two months. Nearly all of the girls 
who were followed belonged to good families, 
and some were very respectably connected. For 
that reasou, presumably, the Aldermen heard 
the report with closed doors. The action of 
the Mayor is approved by all good citizens, 
many of whom have long asked for the sup- 
pression of therinks. The strangest feature of 
this matter jis that the Jargest and most fre- 
quented roller skating rink buildingis owned 
by one of the leading churchmen of the State, 
one who has long been very prominent in re- 
ligious and temperance affairs. He leases the 
building to the person whoruns the rink, and 
while legally he cannot be held responsible for 
the ruination of the 138 and 14 year-old girls, 
there is a public sentiment here that is disposed 
to hold him morally responsible. After this 
month no more roller skating rink licenses will 
be granted.

DISASTROUS GAS EXPLOSION. 
LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY IN PITTSBURG 
YESTERDAY. 

Pirrsnure, Penn., Dec. 4.—This after- 
noon, about 4 o’clock, a disastrous and fatal 
explosion of gas occurred at No. 545 Grant- 
street, in the cellar of a house ocoupied by Mrs, 


J. Meehan. Almost simultaneously similar 
explosions accompanied by tremendous re- 
ports occurred in the adjoining cellars 


of Louis Favilla,a fruit dealer, and J. J. Flan- 
nery’s livery stable and undertaking rooms. 
There isa6-inch main running along Grant- 
street, but no connections with the houses in 
that square, The gas probably escaped from the 
main and found its way to the adjoining cellars. 
Shortly after 4 o’clock, Katie Griffin,a domestic in 
the employ of Mrs. Meehan, started for the 
cellar for coal, taking with her a Jizhted lamp. 
At the cellar door she requested Mrs. —. 
who was in the room, to hold the lamp. o 
sooner had she opened the door than the gas 
rushed out and ignited from the lamp in Mrs. 
Phipps’s hands. A terrific explosion ensued, fol- 
lowed in quick succession by explosions in the 
cellars of Flannery and Favilla. 

The noise was heard squares away and created 
the utmost excitement. Sheets of flames burst 
from the windows, doors, and sides of the 
wrecked houses. From within were heard 
the screams of terrified women and chil- 


dren. Several men forced their way through 
the fire into Mrs, Meehan’s house, 
where a terrible sight met their gaze. 


Prone upon the floor, with every vestige of 
clothes burned from her body, was lying Kate 
Griffin, bleeding from a deep gash in her side. 
Near her was Mrs. Phipps, wrapped in flames. 
Both women were picked up and carried quickly 
from the burning building. It was found that 
Kate Griffin was burned beyond hope of recov- 
ery. Mrs. Phipps was severely burned, but her 
injuries are not considered fatal. 

Ju the upper floors of Mrs. Meenan’s house 
there were eight women and children, and in 
Fiannery’s, Mrs. Flannery and two babies. In 
Favilla’s there was Mrs, Favilla and her nephew, 

EK. Case, The fire spread so rapidly that 
they were rescued with difficulty. All 
were finally taken out uninjured, ex- 
cept Mrs. Favilla and young Case, who were 
quite severely hurt from the ecg 8 débris.

SEEKING A PARDON FOR AN ASSASSIN, 

Kinaston, Dec. 4.--An application has 
been made to Gov. Hill for a pardon for William 
Willis, a former resident of Ellenville, who was 
convicted in Ulster County December, 1864, for 
the crime of murder in the first degree and sen- 
tenced to be banged, but whose punishment was 
commuted to imprisonment for life through the 
the efforts of the late Judge T. R. Westbrook 


and Henry H. Reynolds, of Kingston City. 
Willis was indicted for the murder of Mary E. 
Phelan, the wife of Robert Phelan, April 9, 1863, 
at Ellenville. The prisoner had been engaged 
to marry the dead woman before she married 
Robert Phelan. Because of Willis’s gross habits 
of intemperance the woman_broke the engage 
ment and married Phelan. Willis had declared 
that if the woman married another man her 
husband would not long enjoy his happiness. 
The murder was committed a few weeks after 
the marriage of Mrs, Phelan, Willis procured a 
knife froma harness shop, went to the house 
of the woman, who was alone, seized hold of 
her, and plunged the knife into her neck several 
times, causing her death immediately. He then 
went to the business place of her husband, Car- 
rying the knife and, with his hands covered with 
blood, accused himself of being the murderer. 
Willis often wrote to the late Judge Westbrook, 
after he had been taken to the prison, saying 
that his punishment was just, and that he never 
expected to be, and never should be, released 
from confinement.

A BANK SAFE BLOWN OPEN, 
THE BURGLARS’ EXPLOSIVES DESTROY MOST 
Ov THE MONEY. 

PITTsBURG, Penn., Dec. 4.—The safe in the 
banking house of P. Bentel & Co., at Freedom, 
was dDlown-open by’burglars at 8:30.0’clock:this 
morning, and about $10,000 stolen or destroyed. 
The loud explosion was heard by several persons, 
J. A. Bashear, a butcher, was in his shop, half a 
square from the bank, when he heard the re- 
port. He rushed out into the street, and was 
fired at twice without effect by a burglar, who 
was on the lookout in front of the residence of 


A. A. Bannerof, a few doors from the bank. 
Bashear retreated down the street, and another 
lookout fired trom the railroad in the rear of 
ened pene at Bashear’s dog, which was barking 
oudly. 

The noise alarmed the neighborhood and sey- 
eral citizens emerged from their houses. They 
counted seven burglars, aliof whom ran away, 
The citizens had no weapons and they made na 
attempt to molest the robbers. It was found on 
investigation that entrance had been gained to 
the bank through the front door by forcing 
off the keeper of the lock. Then the burglars 
had gone to work on the massive sate, which 
was supposed to be burglar proof. A hole was 
drijled through the door ot the safe, just along- 
side of the combinution lock, which must have 
consumed from two to three hours’ time, 
and which shows conclusively that the thieves 
were not novices, but expert safe crackers. The 
force of the explosion was so great that the safe 
must have been lifted quite a distance from the 
tloor, for in its descent the front part of it 
crashed through the floor, and only the door, 
which swung out, prevented it from going 
through into the cellar. 

Mr. Kentel said that there was about $10,000 in 
the safe, more than $8,000 of which was in bank 
bills. The rest was in gold and silver coin. Mr. 
Bentel believes that the burglars secured only 
about $1,000 owing to their discovery and hasty 
departure. The $8,000 was mostly in packages of 
ten-dollar and twenty-dollar bills, which were 
burned or badly charred. It is thought that 

robably $2,000 of this amount isin such shape 

hat it can be redeemed. Mr. Bentel picked up 
about $500 which was scattered about. Three 
or four hundred dollars of this was gold and 
silver.

SEVERE STORMS IN THE WEST. 

HEAVY FALLS OF SNOW, FIERCE WINDS, 
AND COLDER WEATHER. 

Cuicaao, Dec. 4.—The first snowstorm of 
the season struck Chicago late this afternoon 
borne on the wings of a furious northeast sale.

TO BE SOLD AT AUCTION. 
CLAIMS AGAINST THE MICHIGAN AND OHIO 
COMPANY. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 4.—This morning, 
in the United States court, Judge Brown or- 
dered the sale of the Michigan and Ohio Rail- 
road at auction, unless claims amounting to 
about $300,000 are paid within 30 days. This de- 
cision ends an extensive litigation, which has 
been in progress‘in the.Michigan and Ohio Fed- 
éral courts-forsometime. The railroad operates 
an extensive line running from Teledo, Ohio, 
northerly through Monroe, Lenawee, Hillsdale, 
Jackson, Calhoun, Kalamazoo, and Barry Coun- 
ties in this State, and terminating at Allegan. 
It has about 125 miles of road, and has enjoyed a 
liberal share of patronage through the southern 


section of the State. On Nov. 1, 1883, the com- 
pany borrowed $2,700,000 of the Central Trust 
Company of New-York, giving 6 per cent. gold 
bonds, secured by a mortgage which covered 
the roadway of the company and its stations, 
shops, viaducts, locomotives, cars, machinery, 
and other equipments. The interest was pay- 
able semi-annually in gold, and was secured the 
same as the principal. On Nov. 1, 1884, a large 
installment of semi-annual interest became due 
and was not met. By this default the whole of 
the $2,700,000 became due and the accrued inter- 
estalso. Since that time other interest install- 
ments have become due, and the total interest 
now unpaid amounts to $243,000 in gold, with 6 
per cent. on $81,000 from Nov. 1, 1884. 

The court decided that the road should be sold 
under the hammer unless the $243, was paid 
within 30 days from to-day, together with $12,000, 
which has been the cost of the present suit. The 
sule is ta be made by William F. Goodspeed, a 
special United States Commissioner at Toledo, 
and 60 days’ notice of the time and place of sale 
is to be given by advertising in New-York, De- 
troit, and Toledo papers. No bid of less than 
$1,000,000 is to be received, and this must be 
accompunied by a forfeit of $50,000 in cash that 
the bargain will be completed. The purchase 
price must be paid in cash. From the amount 
realized on the sale the costs of the suit are first 
to be paid, and the $2,700,000 in coupons and ac- 
crued interest are then to be satisfied pro rata. 
The surplus, if any, goes to the railroad. The 
purchaser of the road is to take an absolute 
aoe to it, free and clear of all liens and incum- 

rances,

SUITS WITH CONTRACTORS. 

Orrawa, Dec. 4.—Litigation involving 
large amounts of money has been commenced 
between the Pacific Railway and some of their 
contractors, One firm of contractors—Conmee 
& McLennan—claim a balance due on their con- 
tract of about $200,000, and on Oct. 5 began an 
action to recover the amount. The railway com- 
pany not only denies its liability, but says it has 
overpaid the contractors about $600,000, and bas 
begun an action to recover back from them 
that amount, the writ issuing on Oct. 30. The 
fight so far has been as to which action is to 
be proceeded with, and as to whether there is or 
isnotto bea jury. On Wednesday Chancellor 
Boyd gave judgment, holding that the railway 
company’s action is the one that should proceed 
and that there should be nojury. This action is 
brought to set aside progress certificates, which 
the railway company says were fraudulently 
and collusively obtained by the contractors 
from the officers of the company to restrain 
them from receiving a final certificate and for 
the repayment of what has been overpaid. 

Chancellor Boyd was of the opinion that this 
was an equitable cause of action, but expressed 
the opinion that the prima facie aspect of the 
case upon the progress certificates was in the 
contractors’ favor, and it rested upon the rail- 
way company to displace it by showing fraud. 


OBJECTING TO THE PLAN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 4.—-A meeting of 
general mortgage bondholders of the Reading 
Railroad, representing about $2,000,000 of those 
securities, was held in the office of E. Dunbar 
Lockwood, No. 261 South Taird-street, this after- 
noon. The meeting was called to get atthe 
views of the bondholders who are opposed to 
the scheme adopted by the _ reorganization 
Trustees and approved by the Whelen and Bar- 
tol Committees, A number of letters oppos- 
ing the scheme were received from New-York 
holders, and several delegates from that city, 
Reading, and other places were present. T. Morris 
Perot presided, and Francis A. Leves acted as 
Secretary. A resolution was adopted to appoint 
a committee of seven to take charge of the in- 
terests of the general mortgage bondholders 
represented atthe meeting.

‘he Secretary finds it a matter of much surprise that 

in an army numbering only 24.705 men there should 
be 2,927 desertions in one year, and says that the 
bringing totrialin one year of more than 11,000 en- 
listed men isa very startling statement. The Secre- 
tary. in speaking of the Judge-Advocate-General’s de- 
partment, recommends the appointment of a Ju ge- 
Advocate-General to fill the place of the officer now 
suspended for 12 years. In the matter of desertions 
the recommendation is made that policemen and citi- 
zens be given authority to detain deserters for the 
purpose of surrendering them to the proper authori- 
ties for trial. 

In the Quartermaster's Department the amount ap- 
prorone Was $9,911,056. Of this amount all but 

566,075 was expended. Transportation was provided 
by the Quartermaster’s Department for 83,248 persons, 
8,¥69 horses and mules, and 147,041 tons of materiai 
during the year, ata cost $1.566,072 79. Other trans- 
portation expenses amounted to $1,443,957. ‘here were 
on hand June 30,'6,710 cavalry and artillery horses, 383 
team horses, 5,548 mules,and 6 oxen Theclothing of the 
army has been satisfactory. The Secretary recom- 
mends the purchase of the old Produce itxchange 
building in New-York, for the use of the army officers, 
at acostof $450,000. He also concurs in the recom- 
mendation of the Commissary-General of Subsistence 
for the enlistment of a trained cook for each company, 
troop, and battery, and a baker for each garrison. The 
number of deaths in the army during the year was 263, 
of which 179 were from disease and 84 from injuries. 
No casualties from actual warfare were reported. 

The attention of Congress is invited to the defense- 
less condition of the sea coast and lake frontier. The 
report of the Ordnance Department shows that there 
were manufactured at the National Armory at Spring- 
field, Muss,, during the year 40,657 rifies, carbines, and 
shotzuns. The expenditures for the Signal Service 
were $702,502.07. secretary Endicott urgently recom- 
mends the appointment of an Assistant-Secretary of 
War to share the work of the Secretary. The daily 
routine of work, and the supervision of 1,750 clerical 
employes, impose an amount®of work, he says, which 
would seem to justify the recommendation.

Since the fight of last Sunday none 
of the colored miners have ventured out. The 
menin the stockade have been without full 
allowance of food since Saturday, and were on 
half rations to-day.

of their great fear of the white miners, 
but procured a team and =<@driver else- 
where.

to the mine. The imprisoned men greeted it with 
shouts, and proceeded to demolish the rationi 
issued tothem.

Nota pick has been struck 
in No. 4since Saturday, and not a man can be in- 
duced to descend into the shaft, having the con- 
stant fear before him that the miners will come 
while they are in the pits and burn the mine 
Last night and this morning everything wa: 

uiet at Bevier, with the exception of some 
fugitive shots fired in the vicinity of the stock- 
ade by unknown parties. More bloodshed, how 
ever, is looked for at any moment.

OPINION OF ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
O'BRIEN ON THE SUBJECT. 
THE COMPANY HAS NO AUTHORITY TO Lay 
TRACKS THERE, BUT HE SEES NO NE- 

CESSITY FOR HIS INTERFERENCE. 


AxpBany, N. Y.. Dec. 4.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral O’Brien this afternoon, in the case of the 
application of Mr. Clarence Seward for the 
vacation of the charter of the Fifth-Avenue 
Railway, and for an injunction on the Board of 
Aldermen, gave the following decision: 

The Fifth-Avenue Railway Company was 
incorporated on the 8th day of September, 1885, 
by filing the articles of association prescribed by 
chapter 252 of the Laws of 1884, with the Secre- 
tary of State. The object of the corporation, 
as specified in the charter, is: 

“To construct and operate a street railway in the 
city of New-York, commencing at the southerly ena of 
South Fifth-avenue at Canal-street, and runnin, 
thence northerly with double tracks in, through, an 
along South Fifth-avenue and the pubiic street, 
through Weashington-square to Fifth-avenue; thence 
northerly in, through, and along Fifth-avenue, in a 
continuous line to the Central Park, at or near Fifty- 
ninth-street.” 

The act of 1884 above referred to, providing 
for “ the construction, extension, maintenance, 
and operation of street surface railways in cities, 
towns, and villages in this State,’’ authorizes the 
formation and organization of this corporation, 
except so far as that act is limited and modified 
by chapter 871 of the Laws of 1885, entitled *“* An 
act relating to the Fifth-avenue in the city of 
New-York.” The first three sections of this act 
make provision for paving Fifth-avenue from 


Ninth-street to the northerly line of Ninetieth- 
street, except the five blocks from the north 
side of Thirty-second-street to the south side of 
Thirty-seventh-street. The kind of pavement 
to be used is specified and the manner in which 
contracts for the performance of the work shall 
be made and the security for performance to be 
given are fully provided for. The fourth sec- 
tion is in these words: 

“ Except for the necessary crossing of railroads laid 
or to be laid upon Fifth-avenue at the intersection of 
other streets, no railroad shall be laid upon, above, or 
eons apy partof Fifth-avenue in the city of New- 

ork.” 

If this provisions valid it is apparent that so 
long as it remains unrepealed no street railway 
can lawfully be constructed upon Fifth-avenue, 
It is contended by counsel on behalf of the 
Fifth-Avenue Railroad Company that this pro- 
vision of the statute 1s void, because repugnant 
to that provision of the Constitution which pro- 
vides that no private or local bill which may be 
passed by the Legislature shall embrace more 
than one subject, and it shall be expressed in 
the title, and also that it violates section 18 of 
Article III., which provides that the Legislature 
shall not pass a private or local bill laying out, 
making, altering, or discontinuing roads, higb- 
ways, alleys, &c., or granting to aay corpora- 
tion, association, or individual the right to 
lay down railroad tracks or other pro- 
visions of this section. I do not think 
that the restrictive clause in the act 
of 1885, prohibiting the construction of a street 
railway in the Fifth-avenue, 1s violative of any 
provision of the Constitution of this State, and 
from the examination that [ have been able to 
give the question I conclude tbat this provision 
is valid and operates to prohibit the Fifth-Avesgs 
nue Railway Company from occupying the” 
street for railway purposes, and the Mayor and 
Common Council of the city of New-York from 
passing any resoiution authorizing the street to 
be so used or occupied. The railway company 
bas presented to the Board of Aidermen of the 
city of New-York a petition asking the consent 
of that body to be given to the construction of 
its road upon and aiong this street. Notice of 
this appiication has been published, as required 
by theact of 1884, when all parties in interest 
may be heard thereon. Except to present this 
petition to the Common Council and to cause 
the necessary notice of the application to be 
published, the Fifth-Avenue Railroad Company 
has done nothing in furtherance of the object 
for which it was incorporated except, as 
understand, to organize by the election of offi- 
cers and to procure subscriptions to its capital 
stock. The Common Council of the city of 
New-York has not yet considered or acted upon 
the application of the railway company, and if 
lum right in assuming that the restriction in 
the act of 1885 is valid, its consent would not 
authorize the construction of a railway ip 
litth-avenue, because it would then be given in 
violation of an act of the Legislature. 

At this stage of the proceedings on the part of 
the railway company and on the part of the local 
suthorities of the city of New-York, the Attor- 
ney-General is requested to commence, in the 

ime of the people of the State, two actions, 

ne against the Fifth-Avenue Railway Company 
to annuland vacate its charter, and to appoint 
1 Keceiver of its effects, upon the ground that it 
has forfeited its franchise in that it is perform- 
ins acts and exercising powers not authorized 
by law, and another against the Board of Alder- 
men of the city of New-York enjoining and re- 
straining itfrom considering and granting the 
application of the railway company to con- 
struct its railway on or along Fitth- 
uvenue, Assuming, as I must, that the re- 
striction in the act ot 1885, prohibiting 
the construction of arailway in the Fifth-ave- 
nueis valid it is impossibie that an action may 
be maintained in behalf of the people against 
the railway compxny for the object mentioned 
in the application. But all that can be alleged 
against the company so far is that it has filed 
articles of association and become incorporated 
and organized for the purpose of constructing a 
railway in a place where statutes decree that 
no railway sball be constructed. Astoa portion 
of the route mentioned in the articles of asso- 
ciation, “commencing at the southerly end of 
South Fifth-avenue at Canal-street, and run- 
ning thence northerly with double tracks, in, 
through, and along South Fitth-avenue, and 
the public street through Washbington- 
square to the Fifth-avenue,” this corpo- 
ration is not prohibited trom occupying the 
street or constructing its road. In my opinion, 
the grounds suggested as the basis of an action 
to annul and vacate the charter of the company 
wou!d be too narrow and technical for the At- 
torney-General to proceed upon in behalf of 
the people to dissolve this corporation. While, 
as | have betore suggested, it is possible that the 
action might succeed, yet it is not usual for the 
State to take advantage of every technical rea- 
-on that may exist for the destruction of a cor- 

»oration which it basitseif created. I thinksuch 

proceeding would be premature at this point. 

iiere are sO many difficulties in the way cf occu- 
oy. ng Fifth-avenue for street rallway purposes 
at [think sucha proceeding is not called for 
this time. In the first place, the statute is 

ithe way. In the second place, the Common 
“ouncil may not consent to the occupation of 
the street,and if the members of that body 
should consent their action is still subject to the 
veto of the Mayor. Ii the Mayor and Common 
Council should concur in disregarding the stat- 
ute (which is not to be presumed) the company 
would still have to make an application to the 
-upreme Court for the appointment of Com- 
missioners, unless the property owners on tbe 
iine of street should give their consent, and if 
the restriction in the act of 1885 is valid the 
court would be constrained to deny any applica- 
tion for the appointment of Commissioners. In 
fact, there areso many difficuities confronting 
tne Fifth-Avenue Railway Company at present 
that I do not deem it necessary now to make the 
State a partto the litigation asked for in this 
application. 

In regard to the action against the Board of 
Aldermen of the city of New-York the same 
objections are applicable, in my judgment. I 
am not willing now to assume that this body, 
whose duty it is to protect the rights and in- 
terests of the city and obey the iaw, will in the 
fuce of a atmnyn ys | statute give its consent to 
the occupation of Fifth-avenue by any railway 
company, nor can IJ assume that any local legis- 
lative body or the officers of any municipal Gov- 
ernment will,in the absence of any judicial de- 
termination, decide for themseives that the 
act of 1885 is in violation of the Constitution. 
The presumption is that these officers will faith- 
iuliy perform the duties imposed upon them by 
the charter of the city and the statute; of the 
Stute. If the Common Council should pass the 
resolution now pending before itI cannot as- 
sume that the Mayor would not interpose his 
veto, It would, as [ think, be his duty to do so, 
andif soit is reasonable to presume that the 
resolution would, in the end, fail to become 
operative. 

it, however, the Mayor and Common Council 

hould concurin its passage it would still be 

vagiutely void according to the view I have 
faien in regard to the validity of the restrictive 
cviion in the act of 1885. lt is bardly necessary 
-ay that actions in courts of equity to enjoin 
or restrain legislative bodies or boards organ- 
ized under municipal Governments trom pro- 
cevding to consider petitions or other matters 
witbio their ordinary powers on the ground of 
misconduct or neglect of duty, which may be 
apprehended, are very difficult to maintain. The 
Attorney-General ought not to bring such ac- 
tions except in special and extraordinary cases, 
and where irreparable injury and mischief are 
reasonabiy to be apprehended. Theapplication in 
this Case does not present such ajcase of facts as 
would warrant me in alleging ag this stage of 
the procecdings that any serious mischief can 
be accomplished or isintended. This situation 
may be changed hereafter by the action of the 
municipal authorities in the city of New-York, 
and even by that of the railway company itself. 
Whenever I am satisfied that the pubiic interest 
isto suffer in consequence of any unlawful ac- 
tion ef either, and this interest’ cannot be suffi- 
ciently protected by the vigilance or action of 
private citizens and taxpayers, I will not hesi- 
tate tointerfere. This time, in my opinion, has 
not yet arrived, and it is not likely to arrive 
very soon, and therefore I think the application 
should be denied.

PRESIDENT RICHMOND WRITES A LETTER 
TO THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


Axupany, Dec. 4.—In reply to the inqui- 
ries of the Railroad Commission for fuller in- 
formation about the Broadway Surface Railroad 
Company than was contained in the annual re- 
port sent to the board a few days ago, President 
James A. Richmond has sent the following let- 
ter, dated Dec. 3, 1885: 


To the Board of Railroad Commisstoners: 

GENTLEMEN: I have your favor of the Ist inst. ask- 
ing for further information concerning the Broadway 
Surface Kallroad Company. First, you ask if the 
Broadway Surface Ratlroad was leased to the Broad- 
way and Seventh-Avenue tailroad Company, and 
what are the terms of the lease, and why the 
Broadway Surface Railroad Company did not 
operate its own road? In answer to_ this 
inquiry I beg to say that no lease has been mode, but 
the two companies entered into a contract under chap- 
ter 218 ofthe Laws of 1830 for the use of their re- 
spective roadsincommon. The consideration of the 
contract was the guarantee on the part of the Broad- 
way and Seventh-Avenue Rat!road Company of 1.125 
first mortgage bonds for $1,000 each of the Broadway 
Surface Hailroad Company. The Broadway Surface 
Company has not yet completed its preparations for 
the running of its own cars. 

A particular reason why the Broadway and Sseventh- 
Avenue Ratiroad Company principally operates the 
road arises from the fact that the said company has 
depot and stable accommodations end large equip- 
ment of oara, horses, and harness. Second, you note 
a discrepancy on page 3 in stating the par value of 
¥,520 shares to be $1,000,000. This was through inad- 
vertence. The par value of the entire capital stock is 
$1,000,000, and the par value of the outstanding 
shares is $952,000. Third, you ask what became 
of the earnings from June 22 to Sept. 380, 
and who paid the expenses of the road during the same 
period. The Broadway Surface Railroad Company 
Tran no cars. It incurr no expenses and received no 
earnings. The expense of running the cars of the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue LKailroad Company 
was borne by them, and the earnings from their own 
cars belonged to that company. Fourth, you also ask 
what agreement the Broadway Surface Railroad Com- 
pany had with any other company or person 
to operate 

0. The only other 
of the road besides that above referred 
is one between the Broadway Surface Railroad Com- 
pany and the Twenty-third-Street Railway Company 
for the use of their roads in common, and it provides 
for the use of the tracks in Broadway by the ‘I'wenty- 
third-Street!Railway Company between Bleecker-street 
and Park-row. ‘I'he consideration of this agreement 
wasa guarantee by the last named company of 875 
bonds of the Broadway Surface Kailroad Company of 
$1,000 each. This agreement was made under the 
authority of chapter 218 of the Laws of 1859 and chap- 
ter 19¥ of the Laws of 1878.

FORFEITED BAIL BONDS. 
a ao 
FEW OF THOSE PROSECUTED IN TWELVE 
YEARS OF ANY VALUE, 

Commissioners of Accounts Shearman 
and Adamson have sent to Mayor Grace a report 
on the result of an examination of the records 
of the District Attorney’s office, the County 
Clerk’s office, the Court of General Sessions, the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, the Court of Spe- 
cial Sessions, the several District Police Courts, 
and the office of the Warden of the Tombs, with 
special reference to the question of forfeited 
bail bonds, From this examination it appears 
that during the 12 years ended Dec. 31, 1884, 874 
bail bonds, taken to secure the appearance for 


trial of persons charged with various criminal 
offenses, were forfeited. The aggregate penalty 
incurred by the sureties in these cases amounted 
to $807,850. Of the total number of cases 
258, involving $245.900, were vacated upon the 
surrender of the defendants for trial, leaving 
616 bail bonds, amounting to $561,950, to be yr 
ecuted for the recovery of the penalties. In 4] 
ot these cases, involving $87,500, recoveries were 
had amounting to $51,533 96. The remaining 
575 cases, involving penalties amounting in the 
aggregate to $474,450, were, after due prosecu- 
tion, returned by the Sheriff wholly unsatisfied. 
It is thus showr that only about 29 per cent. of 
the number of persons arrested on criminal 
charges and released on bail, (whose bonds were 
forfeited,) were brought to trial. Only about 7 
per cent. of the bonds prosecuted proved to be 
of any value, and of the penal sum involved only 
59 per cent. was recovered. 

Tbe Commissioners give several reasons for 
this result, They say that the lawis at fault 
because it does not give the city a lien on the 
property offered as bail concurrently with the 
admitting to bail. The effect of this is seen in the 
number of transfers of record of such property 
after acceptance of bail and before the forfteit- 
ure thereof. [n the Mandelbaum case it is noted 
that George Speckhardt was surety for $14,000. 
He claimed to own a house and lot valued at 

25,000. Mrs. Mandelbaum escaped to Canada. 
The bail was forfeited on Dec. 4, 1884, and on the 
day before the property was conveyed by the 
surety and Margaretta Speckhardt to one Charles 
Raab forthe sum of $1, and immediately there- 
after it was conveyed by Raab to Margaretta 
Speckhardt. In the case of Julius Mandelbaum 
a similar condition of affairs existed in reference 
to the bail bonds. 

As another reason why sureties escape it is 
said that magistrates often do not take proper 
measures to see that the bail is good. The 
Sheriff’s office often makes no return in the case 
of forfeited bail bonds. The Commissioners say, 
in corclusion, that they withhold any recom- 
mendations; as toldesirable legislation until the 
general subject of legislation for the city 18 
being considered by the Mayor,

WARD’S STATEMENT THAT HE COULD GET 
THYM THROUGH FISH AND TAPPAN. 

The examination in the suit of George 
C. Holt, Assignee of Ferdinand Ward, against 
W. 5. Warner was continued yesterday before 
Referee Hamilton Cole, Cashier George E. Spen- 
cer being still on the witness stand. He testified 
that, beginning Aug. 25, 1883, the total amount 
of New-York City revenue bonds taken up was 
$6,350,000. Of these there were sold or otherwise 
disposed of $2,400,000. Beginning with April 23, 
1884, the firm subscribed for $4,000,000 3 per cent. 
assessment bonds, of which they sold $1,950,000. 
The difference—$6,000,000 of bonds—Mr. Spencer 
said, should have been on hand at the date of 
the failure. In addition to these the firm had 

urchased $50,000 in water bonds and $250,000 in 
3 per cent. bonds of 1889, both of which had 
been closed out. Mr. Alexunder, ot counsel tor 
Mr. Warner, then read off a ponderous list of 
yoythieal profits charged up on the ledger, all of 
which entries, Mr. Spencer said, were made 
under the especial direction of Mr. Ward,

ing the truth of these entries ?” asked Mr. Alex- 
ander.

OURFAULTY NAVALSYSTEM 


THE DEPARTMENT SADLY IN NEED 

OF REORGANIZATION. 
INTERESTING REPORT BY SECRETARY 
WHITNEY POINTING OUT THE DEFEOTS 
OF THE NAVAL SERVICE AND SUGGEST- 
ING REMEDIES. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Deo. 4.—The first annual 
report of Secretary of the Navy Whitney differs essen- 
tially from those of his recent predecessors in the fact 
that much space is devoted to an argument urging the 
necessity of the reorganization of the Navy Depart- 
ment upon a basis of business principles. Fully one- 
third of the long report is given up to this subject, 
ebanging the ordinary dry résumé of statistics which 
we are accustomed to recognize asa departmental re 
port into a really interesting, as well as valuable, State 
paper. “It must be evident,” Secretary Whitney 
says, “‘that there is something radically wrong with 
the department. ‘The universal dissatisfaction is 
the conclusive proof of this. It is desirable to dis- 
criminate at the outset between the naval service and 
the Navy Department. Our naval service, numbering 
altogether, including line officers, Engineers, Chap- 
Jains, Pay Officers, Naval Constructors, &c., on the 
active list, 1,590, consists of a body of accomplished 
men representing a high standard of personal charac- 
ter, who are deservedly respected and honored through- 
out the world. This, unfortunately, cannot be said 
with equal justice of the Navy Department, and what- 
ever dissatisfaction the country has ever experienced 
with the naval arm of our Government will be 
found to have had not in the 
naval service, but in administration, 
and even there dissatisfaction should be limited to cer- 
tain branches only of the business of the department. 
Historically it isafact that up to the time that the 
present bureau system was created, in 1842, and for 
some time thereafter, the American Navy, though in- 
ferior in numbers to the navies of some other coun- 
tries, was as formidable as any for its tonnage, and 
seems to have contributed to and appropriated im- 
provements in the arc of naval warfare as largely and 
as rapidly as any other naval power. 

“The natural division of the work of the department 
is into three branches: 

* First—The department having to do with the per- 
sonnel and the fleet. Thiscovers the enrollment, serv- 
ice, detail, uniform, organization, and discipline of the 
personnel; of the movements and command of fleets 
and vessels when commissioned; and this is properly 
the military branch of the department. 

“ Second—The Department of Material and Construc- 
tion. This covers the construction, repair, and care of 
vessels before commissioned; their armament and 
equipment, including military stores, (but not provis- 
ions and clothing,) as well as the management and 
maintenance of dockyards, their buildings, machinery, 
and their civil establishment. 

* Third—The Department of Finance and Accounts, 
this covering contracts and purchases of all naval 
stores, flags, coal, stationery, and care of storehouses,

“Itisin these last two branches of the service that 
the difficulties arise. The tirst, or military, branch 
may be placed out of consideration, for tne duties of 
that have been satisfactorily performed. With refer- 
ence to the last two branches note that the considera- 
tion ot any ordinary business, and the first requisite to 
successful transaction of any business, is a proper sys- 
tem by which responsibility is lodged > its appropriate 
place, This division, according to the functions, is one 
that is, In general, common to the systems of England, 
France, and Germany. There will be found varia- 
tions peculiar to each, but there is a sub- 
stuntial agreement in the distribution of fune- 
tions such as I have indicated. In the first place, 
there is the financial department. The last of those 
above-named where the ordinary purchasing, the pay- 
ment of bills, the aaditing, the general system of ac- 
counting, &c., are brought under one hexd. It is some- 
times placed in civil hands and the naval service re- 
lieved from any responsibility with referenceto it. If 
a certain classuf goods or a certain article is required 
by a branch of the service a requisition is made upon 
the financial department; there the accounts are kept, 
the distribution and disposition of the property ac- 
counted for; purchases ure made largely by contract. 
and for this class of business a person is selected hav- 
ing business capacity. Tha inspection of goods and 
material is by the department for which they are in- 
terded. This seems to be a proper distribution or loca- 
tion of these functions. Here this business is scattered 
through all the bureaus 

‘I have very scant means of investigating, but have 
conducted a few inquiries into the workings of the 
system in vogue with us for the purpose of informing 
myself as to its merits, with results such as one 
might anticipate. For the security of the public it is 
provided by Jaw that the purchases of the Navy De- 
partment shall be by contract, after advertisement, 
and shali go to the lowest bidder; that only ‘regular 
dealers’ shall be dealt with by the department, which 
has been interpreted to mean persons whose occupa- 
tion it is to deal in such articles with the general pub- 
lic. The contract system can be dispensed with only 
when there is an emergency certified to by the 
bureau officer for the immediate purchase, doubtless 
largely intended for a time ot war. Without 
an efficient head to establish a system and attend to its 
prover enforcement in the matter of purchases, one 
would expect to find that order of things which has 
heretofore brought grave scandals upon the depart- 
ment, namely, large private purchases where contracts 
were intended by law and the business falling intothe 
hands of naval contract brokers to the exclusion of 
regular dealers in the articles. ‘hese abuses (quite in- 
evitable in the absence of a proper system) were in- 
vestigated and exposed by Congressional Committee 
years agt but by recent investigations I find the same 
order of things largely existing down toa recent date, 
and the same men named in the Congressional report 
holding substantialiy the same relation to the depart- 
ment as before, and with the same scandalous results. 

"The open purchases of the Navy Department for the 
year ending June 380, 1885. amounted to $841,285 84, 
while the purchases by contract amouuted to only a 
little overa million. A large proportion of the open 
purchases consisted of articles of either comparatively 
small value or more or jess difficult of classification; 
but $188,000 of the amount was spent by the seven 
bureaus, euch acting independently of the other, for 
coal bought, not in one lot. but at 166 several open 
purchases, (this does not include coal bought by ships 
on foreign stations;) 299 different open purchases of 
stutionery were made by eight different bureaus; 
$121,315 66 was spent for lumber and hardware by six 
bureaus tn 490 separate open purchases. Seven bu- 
reaus spent $46,000 for oils and paints in 269 separate 
purchases: 117 different open purchases of iron and 
steel were made at an expense of $41,524 48; $65,851 59 
was spentfor hemp and cordags in 45 different open 

urchases. Kight bureaus supply stationery to ships: 

hree bureaus supply ships with lampsz and lanterns. 

Tothe same ship one bureau supplies electric lights 
and the light for general tiluminating purposes; an- 
other supplies electric search lights, and a third oll 
and light for the engine and fire rooms, 

‘*Tilustrations of a rather.extraordinary character cf 
the resort to this certificate of necessity for immediate 
purchases as a convenience appear among these rec- 
ords. In the Summer of 1883 an order was giyen for 
$61,000 worth of canvas to a person who was nota 
dealer in the article, and at a time when there was the 
usual supply of canvas on hand. Underan order made 
by Secretary Thompson in 1877 it was understood that 
the limit of any singie purchase under a ‘certificate 
of necessity’ was $500. For purchases involving 
a larger amount resort must be had to the 
ordinary contract system. Several months were 
consumed in the delivery of this $61,000 worth of can- 
vas and the bills Were made out in sums of less than 
$5uu each. The ‘certificate of necessity’ was indorsed 
upon each one, andinthat form the bills passed the 
Treasury Department. ‘I'woor three of these bills, 
with the bureau Officer’s certificate of necessity upon 
them, would sometimes be dated and presented op 
the same day. During the same year coal was pur- 
chased by different paymasters from the same person 
onor aboutthe same days, deliverable at the very 
same place, of like quality and character, but at prices 
differing f'om 50 to 65 cents a ton. 

“It is idle to suppose that abuses of the character I 
bave glanced at can be prevented merely by a change 
in the personnel of the department. It is the system 
thet is vicious. Hach bureau in the matter of pur- 
chases being practically independent of every other, 
and charged with duties to which these are generally 
subordinate, with no immediate responsibility to any 
common head, itis not only not surprising, but it is inevi- 
table that their purchases should be made without the 
precautions and the judgment and the sagacity which 
might be expected if that class of duties were confided 
to an individual selected for the yatpece, and upon 
whom its entire responsibility could be concentrated. 
With such aconcentration of responsibility the finan- 
clal operations of the department would all centre at a 
single point; a system of books would be kept that 
would show at a glance ali the financial transactions of 
the department, and at the sume time would establish 
what is sadly lacking at present, an exhibit of all the 
property of the department, for which some one would 
always be accountable. 

“Keturning now to what I have called the second 
branch of the functions of the department, that of ma- 
terial and construction, we encounter difficulties of a 
yet more serious character. Itis here that the depart- 
ment has most lamentably failed. At the present mo- 
ment it must be conceded that we have nothing which 
deserves to be called a navy. The country has ex- 
pended since July 1, 18¢3—more than three years 
subsequent to the close of the late. civil war— 
over seventy-five millions of money on the con- 
struction, repair, equipment, and ordnance of ves- 
sels, which sum, with a very slight excep- 
tion, has been substantially thrown away; the 
exception being a few ships nowin process of con- 
struction. 1 do not overlook the sloops constructed in 
1874 and costing $3,000,000 or $4,000,000, and, to avoid 
discussion, they may be excepted also. ‘he fact still 
remains that tor about $70,000,000 of the $75,000,000 
which have been expended by the department for the 
creation of a navy we have practically nothing to 
show. It is of little service to a nation to have apy 
pavy at all unless it isa fairexpression of the highest 
scientific resources of itsday. The destructive power 
of the modern implements has become sv great as to 
dominate in actual warfare. ‘be bravest and best 
commander is heipless without them. For the con- 
struction and maintenance of such a navy we have 
made but little provision. To’have and maintain such 
an navy is, 1 believe, the wish of the country and the 
duty of the Government.” 

Other countries, the Secretary says, in orderto deal 
with this problem, have made changes in their policy. 
In kKpgland und France the education of the Naval 
Constructor and the Designing Kngineer is entire- 
ly different from that of a line officer and bighly scien- 
tific, In bDroud contrast tothis policy is that pursued 
here, where the separate enxineer class in the Naval 
Academy Was abolisbed tn 1582, and the man who now 
graduates into the Kngineer Corps will have had 
no experience in the dock yard, no familiarity 
with construction, except such elementary knowl- 
edge us he may have acquired in common 
with a line oticer at the Academy. In otner 
words, we have traveled in one direction in this 
regard and other people in another, They im- 
aginethat to keepup with one brunch of scientitic 
human industry at the present time is sufficient for one 
man. andthatit is necessary to educate to it and to 
furnish adequate rewards within the line in which tal- 
ent and science are desired. ‘I'he result of this is seen 
in the fact that while they have been steadily advan- 
cing in the arts. oftnaval construction and equipment 
until there is scarcely a feature of the vesseis they ure 
now eonstructing or «a weapon which figures at all 
eonspicucusly among the Gestructive powers of their 
armawent which is not Comparatively a novelty, we 
stand but little in advance of our position as it wus 20 
years ago. Other Governments invite the suggestions of 
inventors and designers. No designing engineer of the 
Mnglish Admiralty bas designed an engine tor many 
years. In their stead the private marine engine build- 
ers of the Nation who can:produce evidence of ade- 
quate responsibility are invited to compete with each 
other to produce, for example, an enyine that shall be 
able to accomplish certain defined results, such as a 
certain amount of power with the greatest economy of 
weight and space consistent with strength and durabil- 
ity. The Admiralty designer acts as a critic of the 
pluns and as wenerai adviser. JLe is relieved in a srent 
degree from executive labor, that he may have time 
for study nnd tor keeping up with the progress ot his 
art. Having prescribed the genera! conditions of the 
proposed engine, his subordinates supervise the con- 
struction. 

“Anotherdis\Anction to which attention may properly 
be called between our system and that in general use 
elsewhere is as to the manner in which the general pol- 
icy of the department is shaped and directed. At the 
top of the system there shov!d be wise general direc- 
tion. After you have freed your technical, scientific 
men from unnecessary burdens, put the finances where 
they wili be well handied in a business way, freed 
your designers largely from the executive work, so 
that they are enabled to put the department in the 
way of sroducing advanced = producis, (appropri- 
ating. abapthes. and inventing new and = im- 
proved methods in their various lines,) it is of 
he first importance that the system should cen- 
tre in a wise and judicious and capable directing 
power, for thare is necessarily the datly decision to be 





made of what shall be done in any particular line. Al 

the difficult problems in the construction of a vessel 0: 

war present themselves and must be settled before 
the construction is commenced. For the determina- 
tion of these questions boards consisting partiy of 
naval officers and partly of civilians are usually con- 
stituted, he naval powers of the Old World provide 
a@ permanent council or board whose duty it is to con- 
sult with and advise the Minister of Marine. They are 
largely freed of executive duties and functions, 50 
that they may have time for investigation and mags, 
and to be thus enabled to take a large view generally 
of the questions which are involved in directing the 
course and ponerse policy of the department. 

“My brief experlence in this department has satis- 
fied methat, whatever changes in its organization may 
be desired, it is of tirst necessity to separate, as much 
as practicable, the work of direction and deliberation 
from the details of execution; in other words, that 
there should be in the construction of a navy, asinevery 
other kind of business,a proper distribution of labor. 
The system of organization indicated herein begins 
with the Secretary (who occupies a position at the con- 
fiuence of all the powers contided tothe department) 
and supports him with some aids or advisers in such 
number and of such character as shall seem judicious; 

an Assistant Secretary of the Navy would seem to 

ean essential feature.) Then place one person at 
the head of each of the three natural divisions of 
the functions of the department, which may be stated 
to be finance, construction, and personnel; then sub- 
divides the business of each divisfon according to the 
subject matter with which each deals. Thus the di- 
vision of material and construction would necessarily 
have a subdivision or bureau for engineering, one for 
construction, one for equipment, and one for ordnance. 
1f such an organization should commend itself to the 
law-making power and be once tried, | feel confident it 
would be of great benefit to the country.” 

Referring to the condition of the department and its 
work during the last fiscal year. Secretary Whitney 
says the property in charge of the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, aggregating in value some $50,000,000, is 
falling rapidiy into a condition of decay, and unless 
repairs are begun soon and kept up from year to year 
the only alternative must be the sbandonment of all 
the property to waste andruin. The number of ap- 
prentices received in the Nayy duri the past year 
was 759. The antiquated cruising training skips upon 
which they are quartered TH soon become unseawor- 
thy. and it is recommended that two composite vessels 
be constructed of modern type for use in the training 
service. ‘Che Secretary urges legislation in regard to 
enlisted men which will put them on as advantageous 
a tooting as those of the army. Honorably discharged 
men should be given a home on the recetving ships 
during the three months allowed by law to re-enlist, 
and aliens enlisted in the navy should be entitled to 
citizenship like aliens enlisted in thearmy. Referring 
to the report of the Chief Constructor of the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, Mr. Whitney says: “ ‘The re- 
port expresses the opinion that it should be the policy 
ot the Government to maintain one large navy yard, 
combining in itself the advantages and facilities of all 
the others, and advocates League Island as the most 
advantageous site for this purpose. In the event of 
an appropriation being made for more steel ships the 
bureau hopes that at least one-half of the ships may 
be bullt in our navy yards, in competition with out- 
side establishments, and it dwells withemphasis upon 
the serious obstucle existing at the present time in the 
want of docking facilities.” 

An increase of 500 privates to the Marine Corps is 
recommended, and the erection of a fireproof build- 
ing for storing the plates and printing the charts of the 
Hydrographic Office. ‘The suggestions of the Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy that changes be made 
in legislation by which the selection of cadets to fill 
vacancies in the lower grades of different corps may 
take place at the completion of the four years’ 
course instead of after the six years’ course, 
as at present, and that certain legislative pro- 
visions prescribed for the Military Academy be 
applied to the Naval Academy, are indorsed. 
The gross amount of the appropriations applicable 
to the current expense of the fiscal year ending June 
80, was $15,893,028 68, but this was reduced by appro- 
priations specifically applied to $14,425,942 51. The 
net amount drawn from the ‘l'reasury by warrant dur- 
ing the year was $13,337,867 72, leaving a balance un- 
drawn of $1,088,075 09. To this should be added the 
net amount Unezpenaet in the hands of pay officers on 
June 30 last, $1,265,670 64, which makes anu aggregate 
balance unexpended of $2,953,645 73, which stood to 
the credit of the department at the beginning of the 
present fiscal year. The appropriations available for 
the present fiscal year commencing July 1, 1885, are 
$18,590,704 95. Vhe amount drawn by warrant from 
the Treasury from July 1, 1885, to Nov. 1, 
1885, deducting that refunded, is $4,285,- 
764 39. The amount drawn by warrant § during 
the same period of last year was $4,383,244 93. 
The estimates for the navy for the fiscal yesr ending 
June 80, 1887, amount to $35,104,6¥5 15, in which sum 
are embraced estimates for new objects, not those or- 
dinarily forthe service, amounting to $16,069,950 24, 
Jeaving for the customary purposes of the service 
$10,034,744 91. They embrace for increase of the navy 
$10,503,770; for the completion and armament of the 
aouble-turreted monitors, $4,202,656, and for public 
works and improvements at the yards and stations, 
$4,208,837 41. 

Secretary Whitney recites the story of the insurrec- 
tion of Aizpuru, in Panama, in March last, and the part 
taken by the United States Nayy to enforce the rights 
of this country under its treaty with Colombia, and to 
preserve the right of free transit across the [sthiius of 
Panama. The officers and men charged with this duty, 
he says, discharged their duty in a highly satisfactory 
manner. Theaction of the department was carefully 
confined to such measures Only as were necessary to 
enforce treaty stipulations, every precaution being 
taken to respect the autonomy of Colombia, and our 
interference ceased the moment the object had been 
accomplished and the freedom of transit had been se- 
curely re-established. : 

With regard to the new cruisers autborized by the 
acts of Congress of 1882 and 1883 the report says that 
within the next 80 days it is believed that the plans 
will be sufficiently advanced to justify the commence- 
ment ot the advertisements for bids, and that the ships 
are likely to be completed at a period long prior to the 
probable completion of thelr armaments. ‘The history 
of John Roach’s contracts for the construction of the 
Dolphin, Boston, Atlanta, and Chicago, and the action 
of the department in regard to them, is told at some 
length. ‘ho Secretary says in conciuding this branch 
of the report: "On Oct. 1 I embodied my views 
with regard to the Dolphin in a proposition, the 
substance of which was that the Government should 
take her and should pay the contract price for her 
when mads egual in all respects to the contract re- 
quirements. If the contractor should be able to show 
that this had been done he should recover the balance 
of the money; if not, there should be reserved from 
the judg:.ent a sufficient sum to make her equal to 
the contri Creguivenenss, By so doing [| have taken 
the respousibility of placing the Government in the 
position which it ought toassume. If the shipis the 
Government’s design the contractor should be held to 
correct construction, but not for the performance of 
the ship. If the design is the contractor’s, as in Kng- 
land is often the case, then the contractor may prop- 
erly be heid for both. ‘The contracts should be clearly 
expressed to this effect. The Doiphin case re- 
mains, therefore,to be disposed of upon proof to 
be suplied to the court upon these points. [ have, in 
addition, taken measures to ascertain and settle the 
question as to her strength. If she proves well built 
in that regard the other matters of dispute can be, I 
think, settled by agreement or arbitration out of court. 
As tothe Boston, Atlanta, and Chicago, the cleventh 
clause of the contract provided for the contingency of 
work being stopped upon them, and the provisions of 
the contract have been pursued; the ships have been 
taken possession of by the Government; an inventory 
of the amount of work performed has been made; the 
valuation also bad, and the Government is proceeding 
to complete them where they stand in the yard, em- 
ploying the foremen and force of the contractor.”

THE LAND OFFICE REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The annual report of 
Commissioner William A. J. Sparks, of the General 
Land Office, is a broad arraignment,in 84 pages, of 
the methods of disposing of the public domain during 
the past 20 years. The Commissioner says, in begin- 
ning, that during the short time he has been in office he 
has found that the estate of the Nation has been to a 


wide extent wastea uuder defective anda improvi- 
dent laws and through a laxity of public admin- 
istration astonishing in a business sense, if not culpa- 
bie in recklessness of official responsibility. Lle is 
satisfied that millions of acres of public Jand have been 
annually patented upon the proposition that nobody 
but the Government had any adverse interest, The 
public survey system he considers to be _@ means to 
facilitate the perpetration of frauds. He intimates 
that there have been greater swindles in the settle- 
ment of private claims founded on alleged Spanish 
and Mexican grants than in the. railroad grants, and 
these latter he discusses sharply in 20 pages. He 
also intimates that the regulations governing the ad- 
ministration of the swamp land, pre-emption, tree 
culture, and other laws, facilitate frauas. He recom- 
mends, among other things, that the homestead law be 
s0 amended as to provide that public lands, other than 
mineral and timber lands, shall be disposed of only 
under its provisions, and that these be strengthened to 
seoure actual inhabitancy, improvement, and cultiva- 
tion as preeedent conditions; the abolishing of the 
fee system for entry, and the substitution of fixed 
salaries; and the immediate withdrawal from disposal 
of ail public forests and timber lands. The entries and 
filings during the year aggregated 33,426,920 acres.

STARTLING IN ITS BOLDNESS. 


JOHN J. 
BROAD DAYLIGHT. 

John J. Burchell is a well-to-do builder 
and contractor, whose place of business is at 
No. 206 East Fifty-sixth-street. His residence, 
at the corner: of Seventieth-street and Park- 
avenue, isone of a row of brownstone build- 
ings five stories high. Mr. Burchell is very sel- 
dom at home until after business hours at 6 
o’clock. On Wednesday last Mrs. Burchell left 
the house early in the afternoon, her youngest 
son and daughter and six servants remaining-in 
the house, 

When Mrs. Burchell, who had been-driving in 
the Park, returned to her home, between 5 and 6 
o’clock, she was astonished to find the street 
doors open. Peeping into the first story ap art- 
ments she saw that everything wasin its proper 
place, and, having suspected burglary, felt much 
relieved. But when she visited the second story 
of her home she was indeed thunderstruck. 
Everything wasin confusion and all articles of 
value were gone. A similar condition of affairs 
existed on the third and fourth floors. Besides 


bric-d-brac and fine ornaments of all kinds, 
watches, eyeglasses, jewels, six fancy finger 
rings, an engraved seal ring, gold pins, brooches, 
a necklace, a wedding ring, a diamond rin 
with seven stones, a diamond pin, embroidere 
and silk articles, and the overcoat of Mr. Bur- 
chell’s youngest son had been taken. ‘*! suppose 
$3,000 will cover the entire intrinsic loss,” said 
Mr. Burchell vesterday, “but that is not what 
bothers me. Most of the jewelery had been in 
the family for many years, and we prized the 
articles as heirlooms. Tothe man who would 
hand them back to me this moment I would 
give a certified check for $1,000. which is doubie 
what I have advertised.” 

The Burchell home is the most conspicuous 
house in the neighborhood of Seventieth-street 
and Park-avenue, and how, at such an hour of 
the day, it could be entered and robbed so boldly 
is most startling to persons living near by no 
less than to Mr. Burchell. who states that the 
locks on all his doors were so made that, as he 
thought, it would be impossible to open them 
from the outside. “It makes me want to kick 
myself,” said Mr, Burchell “every time I think 
of the robbery. There were six persons under 
the roof at the time besides my son and daugh- 
ter, yet nobody heard the thieves. I had just 
given my boy his Christmas money, and he had 
left it in his overcoat. This they stole, too.” 
The servants maintain that they heard no noise, 
except that the cook, who has been in the em- 
ploy of the family a few weeks only, states 
that she once thought a sound came from the 
staircase, but listening and not hearing it re- 
peated she gave it no more heed, 

Mr. Burchell was robbed at No. 708 Lexington- 
avenue under circumstances somewhat similar 
in 1878, and his experience then, and Inspector 
Byrnes’s suggestion,'‘prompts him to say as littie 
as possible about the present case. That fhe 
doors were not opened from the outside is quite 
certain to the minds of the losers, but whether 
some one connected with the place acted as a 
confederate, or whether a boy sneaked indoors 
for the purpose of aiding the thieves can only 
be conjectured. Mr. Burchell said he thought 
his house was so guarded that not even a cat 
could get in without being seen.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, in this city, rain and 
snow, colder weather, dangerous gales on 
the coast. 








Mr. Samuet J. Titpen, from his retreat 
at Greystone, has written a letter to the 
prospective Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives expressive of his present 
anxiety for the country. The political 


control having passed into Democratic 


bands he is no longer anxious lest 
there should be no reduction of 
the burdens of the people or lest 


the Nation should be launched into ex- 


travagant expenditures. The tariff no 
longer troubles his thoughts, the surplus 
in the Treasury has ceased to be a source 


of solicitude, and his mind is easy on 
the subject of the national debt, But 
he has suddenly waked up to the 


defenseless condition of our seacoast. 
He sees in the twelve great seaports 


of our country the appalling sum of 
$5,000,000,000 in property and the arteries 


of all our trade at the mercy of a foreign 
foe. He finds that we are in no condition 
to resent arrogance or to maintain the 
Monroe doctrine, and he sees in the large 
revenues, the industrial condition of the 
land, and the possession of the Govern- 
ment by the Democratic Party a most fa- 


vorable opportunity for expending many 
wtnillions for defense. 








It is now reported that Gen, HazEn 


was not led by his own sense of propriety, 
but*by the suggestion or command of his 
superior officer, Secretary ENDICOTT, to 
cut out 36 lines of his annual report in 
which he had assailed Lieut. GARLING- 


rox. Seven hundred copies of the full 


report got into circulation, it seems, and it 
is understood that Lieut. GaRLINGTON has 
appealed to the War Department for pro- 


tection. Of course it is annoying to be 





abused year after year in annual reports 
without cause, but Lieut. GARLINGTON 
must know that Hazen’s deliverances do 
him no harm with intelligent persons, and 
especially with those who have read the 
finding of the Proteus court. The ‘real 
blunderer was very plainly pointed 
out in that memorable document, 
although the court did not know how ter- 
rible had been the full effect of his blun- 
ders. We observe that Secretary ENDI- 
coTt is ‘‘ unable to concur” in Hazen’s 
recommendations for the enlargement of 
his staff and consequent elevation of him- 
self. Heeven remarks that it would be 
unwise to provide for the permanent at- 
tachment of the Signal Corps to the army. 











Judge DaLy decides that under the ex- 
isting law the bonds held by the Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund for the re- 
demption of the city debt are outstanding 
obligations, and must be included in any 
calculation of the city’s indebtedness un- 
der the amendment of the Constitution 
by which it is limited. His argument is 
directed chiefly to showing that these 
bonds are not extinguished by being 
brought into the sinking fund, and do 
not thereby extinguish any other out- 


standing bonds, and he holds _ that 
they and all accumulations of the 
fund must be kept until the whole 


debt is redeemed. This only emphasizes 
the absurdity of the present condition of 
the law relating to the sinking fund. 
The fundis growing year by year much 
beyond the requirements of the maturing 
debt, and yet the excess cannot be can- 
celed. The city is virtually holding a 
considerable portion of its own obliga- 
tions as security for payment of its own 
debt, and yet this counts as nothing for 
the reduction of the limit which it is not 
permitted to exceed. If this interpreta- 
tion of the law is sound it only shows the 
necessity for some change which will 
make it consistent with common sense 
and a rational financial policy. 








In the annual report of the Chamber of 
Commerce will be found some interesting 
figures relating to the foreign commerce 
of the United States and the share of 
New-York therein. Since 1881 there has 
been a continuous decrease at this port, 
while in the country at large there has 
been only one year in the four that does 
notshow a decline. New-York maintains 
its ratio fairly well, and still enjoys more 
than one-half the foreign trade of the en- 
tire country. 





The amusing ‘‘ report” of the Broadway 
and Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company, 
published in yesterday’s Times, puts the 
cost of the Seventh-avenue road at $3,597,- 
600 and throws in an additional $700,000 
for ‘‘ equipment,” while the cost of the 
Broadway surface road was put down at 
$3,500,000. The Railroad Commission- 
ers naturally eyed this document 
with suspicion, and required of the 
President some further information, 
which he communicates in the letter 
printed in another column of this issue. 
The pooling arrangements of Mr. JacoB 
SHARP with himself in his several corpo- 
rate capacities as detailed in this letter 
are not without interest, but upon the 
whole it is not to be expected that the 
thirst of the Commissioners for informa- 
tion will be appeased even by Mr. RicH- 
MOND’s supplementary supply. 








Six children were bitten by a mad dog 
on Wednesday last in Newark. It oc- 
curred to Dr. O’GorMAN, of that city, 
that they ought not to be allowed to die 
in agony while a remedy could be found 
on the other side of the Atlantic. Owing 
to his exertions it is now probable that at 
least four of the children will be placed 
in the care of Pasteur. The doctor 
has cabled to the great chemist ask- 
ing him to take charge of them, and 
PASTEUR has replied, directing him to send 
the childrenat once. The expense of the 
journey to Paris will be met by subscrip- 
tion, and about $300 has already been 
collected. It is said that a well known 
physician of New-York will accompany 
the patients They ought to be accom- 
panied by some competent person deter- 
mined to learn PasTeuR’s methods, and to 
reproduce his saving virus in the United 
States. This is a good opportunity for 
Americans to gain the benefits pf the dis- 
covery, and it should not be neglected. 








WISER THAN HIS FRIENDS. 

Scaator Logan has done an unexpect- 
edly wise thing in declining the nomina- 
tion for President pro tem. of the Senate, 
unanimously tendered to him by the 
caucus of Republican Senators. How far 
this wisdom may consist of a patriotic 
appreciation of the proprieties of the 
situation, and to what extent it may be 
made up of political shrewdness and 


a sense of the requirements of his 


own self-interest, are questions which 
will be differently answered by his ad- 
mirers and his detractors. Certain it is 
that prudence and patriotism alike de- 


manded that he should not consent to 
take the position of presiding officer of 


the Senate under existing circumstances, 
and it is equally true that they required 
that the position should not be offered to 


him. As the defeated candidate for 


Vice-President a year ago he was 
the one man in the Senate whom it 
would have been improper to place 
in the line of succession to the executive 


chair, and the recent death of the Vice- 


President, which in the present state of 


the law makes the President of the Senate 
acting President of the United States in 
case of a vacancy in that office, makes 
doubly evident the impropriety of such a 
selection. The irresistible suggestion of a 
possible incitement to the creation of a 
vacancy in order that the executive 
power might be transferred from the vic- 
torious to the defeated party makes it 
seem almost incredible that patriotic men 


should fail to’ recognize the proprieties of 


the situation. 

Perhaps Gen. LOGAN was really wiser 
and more patriotic than his fellow-Sena- 
tors of the Republican faith, and had a 
finer sense of propriety, or it may be that 


hesaw that by declining the place he would 
win credit for himself and increase his po- 
litical strength. It is possible also that he 
saw in the zeal of some of the promoters of 





on the shelf, 





his candidacy a purpose to place him in a 
trying situation for which he is not spe- 
cially adapted, with a view to getting him 
out of the way and ultimately laying him 
In whatever light we view 
his action or construe his motives, he has 
shown himself both wiser and shrewder 
than his associates. His course is de- 
serving of commendation, and he is en- 
titled to the presumption that he acted 
from worthy motives. 

But praise of Gen. Logan’s conduct 
necessarily implies censure upon the ac- 
tion of all the other Republican Senators. 
If there were high considerations of pub- 
lic propriety and patriotism in the case 
which he has observed they have con- 
spicuously disregarded them. If he acted 
from political prudence in his own behalf 
they must be convicted of an attempt, 
wittingly or unwittingly, to destroy him, 
while apparently showing him excep- 
tional consideration. The probability is 
that they acted from the lowest party mo- 
tives, upon a sort of instinct, precisely as 
a conclave of Tammany Aidermen would 
have done under similar circumstances. 
They gave no heed to the demands of pro- 
priety or the sense of patriotism which 
should have inspired them. The public 
welfare and the opinion of mankind had 
less weight with them than the prompt- 
ings of partisanship. The United States 
Senate has in recent years fallen greatly 
in the respect of the people since million- 
aires and party ‘‘ bosses” have made their 
way where once statesmanship was the 
passport, and such incidents as this are 
calculated to confirm the lowest estimate 
of its character. 

But Gen. LoGan has given the Repub- 
lican Senators a wholesome lesson, and it 
is to be hoped that they will profit by 
it. They should now select as a pre- 
siding officer a conservative Senator, well 
fitted by temperament and experience 
for the duties of the position. Then there 
should be no delay in removing the line 
of succession to the executive chair from 
the officers of Congress to officers of the 
United States, where the Constitution in- 
tended it to be, and where it would pre- 
serve in any possible contingency the po- 
litical character of the Administration, 
created by the choice of the people, 





SECRETARY WHITNEY’S REPORT. 

It is a long time since the workings of a 
department of the Government have been 
so thoroughly criticised by its own chief 
as are those of the Navy Department in 
the current report of Mr. WHITNEY. He 
finds its whole organization ‘radically 
wrong” and needing to be ‘‘ rearranged 
and systematized” throughout. The illus- 
trations he gives of the extravagance and 
the irresponsibility of the system are aston- 
ishing. Yet he is particularly careful in 
special instances to exempt officers from 
blame. In one case he speaks of abuses 
occurring in the Bureau of Equip- 
ment and Recruiting when ‘under the 
charge of a djstinguished naval officer 
of unquestioned integrity and conspicu- 
ous executive capacity.” He does not for- 
get to testify that all the existing bureau 
chiefs have conscientiously done their 
best under ‘fa system which they can 
neither reform nor control.” After com- 
pleting his picture of past extravagances 
and follies in the navy, he says he feels 
‘‘ certain that asimilar record of misman- 
agement, of wasteful expenditure, of in- 
judicious and ill-advised disposition of 
public moneys might be made by any 
Secretary under the present system.” Cer- 
tainly, if his own administration is here- 
after to be criticised, it need only ask the 
same charity as to motive that he accords. 

The Secretary finds that the sources of 
trouble are in the financial and the con- 
struction branches of the department, 
not in the one which relates to the per- 
sonnel and the fleet, or the strictly mili- 
tary part of the naval service. The finan- 
cial business, instead of being concen- 
trated under one head, is scattered all 
through the bureaus. In spite of the 
investigations and exposures of past years 
he found the same order of things going 
on up to a very recent date which had 
caused s0 many scandals—private pur- 
chases of supplies instead of contracts 
and bidders, and naval contract brokers 
securing control to the exclusion of regu- 
lar dealers. He found the open pur- 
chases almost equaling the contract 
purchases in amount during the last 
fiscal year, and including 166 separate 
purchases of coal by seven bureaus, each 
acting independently; 299 purchases of 
stationery by eight bureaus, 499 purchases 
of lumber and hardware by six bureaus, 
and soon, Eight bureaus supply station- 
ery to ships and three supply lights of 
various kinds. All this, says Mr. WHiIT- 
NEY, ‘‘does not necessarily imply fraud 
or even indifference to the interests of the 
service”—it is the system that is bad. He 


also found an order for $61,000 worth of 


canvas given in 1883 to a person not a 
dealer at a time when there was the usual 
supply of canvas on hand. It took sev- 
eral months to deliver the amount, and 


the bills came in sums of less than $500 
each, 


As for construction and repair and 
equipment Mr. WHITNEY says that since 
July 1, 1868, over $75,000,000 has been, 


‘with a very slight exception, substan- 


tially thrown away” on these purposes. 
He excepts from his criticism the sloops 
of 1874, but says that for about $70,000,000 
of the $75,000,000 we have nothing to 


show. Perhaps this statement should be 
mentally qualified by remembering that 


we have had the use of twenty-seven 
years to show. Still it remains true 
that we have hardly ‘‘a single vessel 
that has either the mecessary armor 
for protection, speed for escape, or 
weapons for defense.” Here again our 
system has been vicious, and wholly op- 


posite to that of the most progressive 
foreign nations. The Government de- 


signers, instead of being only general ad- 
visers and critics of plans, are overbur- 
dened with executive and even financial 
business. In foreign countries all the 


great builders and marine engine design- 
ers become aids and subordinates of 


the Government designer. But here, says 
the Secretary, private enterprise has been 


discouraged, and men like ErRIcsson and 
HorTcHkKIss snubbed and set to finding en- 


couragement in foreizen countries, Mean- 





while the chief of the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering is overloaded with distract- 
ing details of construction. 

As a practical comment on the faults 
which he has thus set forth Mr. WHITNEY 
indicates a purpose to try to reorganize his 
department, partly through such means 
as he now has and partly by asking legis- 
lation for some changes in the statutes. 
He believes that the three distinct classes of 
functions already indicated should be sub- 
stituted for the entire bureau system as 
at present constituted. Then subdivisions 
would follow—the department of con- 
struction, for example, would have four 
subdivisions—one for engineering, one for 
construction, one for equipment, and one 
for ordnance. 

Mr. WHITNEY, in addition to this sub- 
ject, which he elaborately develops, de- 
votes due consideration to the new cruis- 
ers and gunboats, and makes, or ap- 
proves, many important recommenda- 
tions. Among these may be specially 
mentioned those designed to improve the 
condition of seamen, to obtain a new ord- 
nance proving ground, to build two ap- 
prentice ships, and to put the navy yards 
in repair. The report as a wholeis a good 
example of what may be expected from 
putting a man with good business ideas 
and methods in the important position 
which Secretary WHITNEY holds. 








THE VICE-PRESIDENCY. 

Two newspapers in New-Orleans have 
improved the occasion of the funeral of 
Mr. HenprRIcKs to read the President a 
graceful and tasteful lecture upon his de- 
cision not to attend that ceremony. One of 
them ingeniously attributes this decision to 
‘*cowardice.” If there be any one quality 
which the American people, of both par- 
ties, outside the editorial rooms of New- 
Orleans, are fully persuaded that the Presi- 
dent possesses, that quality is courage. 

Whether the President’s decision was 
the right one or not is a question which it 
is absolutely idle to moot, because there is 
no answer to it, and the agitation of it is 
worse than idle, for it is positively mis- 
chievous. It is plain, however, that the 
President could do no harm by staying in 
Washington and attending to his busi- 
ness. It was not at all necessary, in 
the estimation of any sensible per- 
son, for the President to travel some 
hundreds of miles in order to testify his 
respect for the late Vice-President in 
view of the appeals made to him to stay 
at home. The appeal which no doubt had 
most weight with him was that of Sen- 
ator EDMUNDS. 

Senator EpmunpDs showed his usual good 
sense in advising the President not to run 
even an infinitesimal risk, so long as it is 
an appreciable risk, of leaving the Presi- 
dency vacant when the Vice-Presidency 
had just been vacated and Congress was 
not in session. The necessity for provid- 
ing a more trustworthy method of ar- 
ranging the succession than that now 


available being emphasized as_ it 
has just been by the death of 
Mr. Henpricks. it is reasonable to 


expect that the subject will receive the 
attention of Congress as soon as it meets. 
But inasmuch as the existing arrange- 
ment is admitted by everybody to be an un- 
satisfactory makeshift, a double vacancy 
in the Presidency and the Vice-Presi- 
dency must be nothing short of a national 
calamity, whoever the incumbents of the 
offices may be, until the omission is re- 


paired. 
It is odd to see so well informed a jour- 


nal as the Evening Post, in discussing this 
question of the succession, falling into an 
error from which it might have been 
saved by consulting the Constitution. 
The Post observes that “‘ nothing is clearer 
than that the framers of the Constitution 
meant that the person who was to suc- 
ceed the President in case of his death or 
disability should be of the same party 
as he. The electoral machinery provides 
for this with great stringency as far 
as the Vice-President is concerned.” 
Now, the electoral machinery of the 
Conatitution, which was found entirely 
unworkable for the purposes its authors 
had in view, and which is made to serve 
in a very bungling way an entirely dif- 
ferent purpose, not only did not provide 
for this, but provided for the opposite re- 
sult. It would be very much nearer the 
mark to say that nothing was clearer 
than that the framers of the Constitution 
meant that the successor of the President 
should be of a different political party 
from the President. If the electoral 
machinery had worked as its authors 
intended, the person receiving the 
greatest number of electoral votes for 
President would be President, and the 
person receiving the next greatest number 
for President would be Vice-President. 
This person would, of course, be the 
nominee of the minority party. Thus we 
should have had Grant and GREELEY, 


Garrietp and Hancock, CLEVELAND and 


Buaing. The framers of the Constitu- 
tion ought, no doubt, to have provided 
machinery by which the executive gov- 
ernment should for the whole of a Fresi- 


dential term be intrusted to the party 
that elected its President for that term. 


But they neither did this nor intended to 
do it. 





THE PUBLIC LANDS. 
Although the annual report submitted 


by Land Commissioner SPaRKs covers less 
than four months of his own service its 
contents show that he has found an 


abundance of work to do and many im- 
portant sttbjects to write about, But 
while he has shown marked zeal and 


industry in exposing the methods by 
which lands intended for the home- 
stead settler have been stolen’ by 


speculators and corporations, it should 


not be forgotten that he is carrying 
forward the investigations begun under 
his predecessor. Mr. McFarwLanp did all 
that he could to enlighten Congress and 
the people concerning the lamentable con- 
dition of our public land system, Con- 


gress paid very little attention to what he 
said. Commissioner SPARKS took up the 
work with an apparent determination to 
do his whole duty and overthrow the land 
thieves. His first report bears witness to 


his energy and earnestness. He should 


have the support of Congress. 
**The vast machinery of the Land De- 
partment.” says the Commissioner, ‘‘ ap- 





pears to have been devoted to the chief 
result of conveying the title of the United 
States to public lands upon fraudulent 
entries under strained constructions of 
imperfect land laws and upon illegal 
claims under public and private grants.” 
He first reviews the history of the surveys 
made under the special deposit system. 
The Government, he asserts, has paid for 
a great deal of surveying that was never 
done, and in the Western States and Ter- 
ritories many fraudulent, incomplete, and 
imperfect surveys are found. When a 
wealthy speculator desires to get posses- 
sion of a large tract of public land 
his first step is to procure a survey, 
and the Commissioner declares that 
the Land Office has been ‘a mere in- 
strumentality 1 the hands of surveying 
rings.” After the survey comes the 
fraudulent entry. He directs attention 
to the small cost of both survey and 
fraudulent entry as compared with the 
value of the property acquired. An Eng- 
lish firm obtained in this way 100,000 
acres of the choicest redwood lands in 
California, worth perhaps $100 an acre, 
at a cost of not more than $3 an acre. 
Nearly the whole of the Territory of 
Wyoming and large portions of Montana 
have been surveyed under the deposit 
system and the lands on the streams fraud- 
ulently taken up under the Desert Land 
act to the exclusion of future settlers de- 
siring homes there. 

The Commissioner has already become 
familiar with the history of the Spanish 
and Mexican grants and the frauds by 
which their area has been extended by 
unscrupulous speculators, If Congress 
shall follow his suggestions a large 
amount of valuable land will be re- 
claimed from those who hold it by 
fraudulent title. Undoubtedly there 
have been irregularities of adminis- 
tration in the Land Office with regard 
to the great railroad land grants, Com- 
panies have secured hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres in excess of the area to 
which they were entitled, and there has 
been discrimination against the settler. 
But the Commissioner will not be able to 
gain the support of Congress for his rec- 
ommendation that ‘‘forfeitures be de- 
clared in all cases in which the roads were 
not completed in the manner and within 
the time prescribed by law.” 

The chapter upon fraudulent entries 
contains many facts to which we have 
heretofore from time to time referred. 
The Commissioner discovered that from 
75 to 90 per cent. of the entries recently 
made in seven Western States and Terri- 
tories were fraudulent. Upon entries in 
that region he suspended final action. He 
asserts that his course has won the grati- 
tude of honest settlers, It should be 
added that the crder of suspension was 
modified in important respects on Tnurs- 
day last, so that those who have proceed- 
ed honestly to acquire title are no longer 
classed with the thieves. 

He recommends the repeal of the pre- 
emption law, the timber culture iaw, the 
timber land law, the desert land law, and 
the commutation feature of the homestead 
law, for the reason that these laws are 
now and have been used for the most part 
for the benefit of speculators and corpora- 
tions and not for actual settlers. He alse 
recommends that no more cash sales of 
public land be made, in order that all 
the public land may be so used as 
to increase the number of small 
farms. He repeats the warning of 
his predecessor that the time is near at 
hand when the Nation will have no pub- 
licland to dispose of, The pursuit of 
lands has already ‘‘ become a headlong 
race,” in which the actual settler and 
sturdy pioneer are left far in the rear and 
the land laws are trampled upon and ig- 
nored, There was never greater need of 
careful legislation on this subject, and the 
facts have been presented so clearly and 
so profusely that Congress cannot easily 
go astray. 








The unscrupulous projectors of the 
Fifth-avenue horse railroad will not give 
up their scheme of getting possession of 
Fifth-avenue by reason of the opinion of 
the Attorney-General that an execution 
of the scheme will be a violation of law. 
With such a chance for plunder ‘in 
sight” at no greater cost than that of a 
Board of Aldermen and of laying three 
miles of rails, they will make every ef- 
fort to break or to shirk the law. With 
the retreat of the respectable projectors 
their efforts will increase in impudence. 
Nevertheless the Attorney-General’s opin- 
ion will give them a great deal of trouble. 
In advance of an actual judgment of a 
court on a suit, his opinion upon the con- 
stitutionality of a State law is of the high- 
est accessible authority and is binding 
upon everybody. In fact, the presump- 
tion is, of course, in any case, in favor of 
the constitutionality of a statute, But the 


Attorney-General’s opinion will make it 


difficult for the strikers to collect enough 
money for the purchase of even the cheap- 
est Board of Aldermen. It amounts to 
an admonition to them that such an out- 


lay would produce no very valuable re- 
turn, since what they would get for it 
would only be the right to a Jawsuit 


which would go to the Court of Appeals, 
where they would probably be stopped if 


they were not stopped sooner. This is not 
a prospect alluring to investors.

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THE SYMPHONY SOCIETY. 

The Symphony Society of New-York 
held the public rehearsal prefacing the second 
concert of the current season at the Metropol- 
itan Opera House yesterday afternoon. The 
most important number on the programme was 
Anton Bruckner’s D minor symphony, a work 
hitherto unfamiliar to local audiences, and of 
the merits of which an opinion may with pro- 
priety be deferred until it has had a second hear- 
ing, to-night. Although symmetrical as to form 


and substantial and smooth as to scoring, 
the first impression wreught by the sym- 
Phony was rather against its originality 


and interest, and much livelier satisfaction was 
derived from the better known music that filied 
out the house bill. This included, as to orchestral 
selections, three bailet numbers from Gluck’s 
“Iphigenia in Aulis’—an “air,” a “slaves' 
dance,” and a “tambourin”—which were de- 
lightfully rendered: Mendelssobn’s tively and 
suggestive “ Fingal’s Cave’? overture, and the 
finale to Wagner's “Kheingold,” the meas- 
ures of which are as_ happily ilustra- 
tive of the composer’s submarine scene as 
the ** Feuerzauber” is reproductive of 
the play and crackling brightness of the 
god-summoned flames. The Rhine daughters’ 
song was, as heretofore, part of the “ Khein- 
gold” selection, and it was suny,as usual, out 
of tune.

SEA COAST PROTECTION 


MR. FILDEN’S URGENT PLEA FOR 
PROMPT ACTION. 

THE NECESSITY SHOWN IN A LETTER TO MR. 

CARLISLE—A FITTING USE FOR THE 
SURPLUS IN THE TREASURY. 


The Hon. Samuel J. Tilden has sent the 

following letter to the Hon. John G. Carlisle: 
GREYSTONE, YONKERS, N. Y., Dec. 1, 1885. 

DeaR Mr. CARLISLE: As public opinion 
points to you as the Speaker of tne next House 
of Representatives,-I desire to submit a sugges- 
tion as to one of the public objects for which an 
appropriation ought to be prompt and liberal. 
In considering the state and management 
of the public revenues, the subject involves 
the questions whether we shall extinguish 
the surplus by reducing the revenue, or whether 
we shall apply the surplus to payments on the 
public debt, or whether we shall seize the occa- 
sion to provide for our seacoast defenses, which 
have been long neglected. I am of the opinion 
that the latter is a paramount necessity, which 
ouga&t to precede the reduction of the revenue, 
and ought, also, to precede anexcessive rapid- 
ity in the payment of the public debt. 

The property exposed to destruction in the 12 
seaports—Portiand, Portsmouth, Boston, New- 
port, New-York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Charleston, Savannah, New-Orieans, Gaiveston, 
end San Francisco—cannot be less in value than 
$5.000,000,000. To this must be added a vast 
amount of vroperty dependent for its use 
on these seaports. Nor does this state- 


ment afford a true measure of the dam- 
age which might be caused to the prop- 
erty and business of the country by a 
failure to protect these seaports from hostile 
naval attacks. They are the centres not only of 
foreign commerce, but of most of the internal 
trade and exchanges of domestic productions. 
To this state of things the machinery of trans- 
portation of the whole country bas become 
adaptei. The interruption of the currents of 
traffic by the occupation of one or more of our 
principal seaports by a foreign enemy or the de- 
struction of them by bombardment or the hold- 
ing over them the menace of destruction for 
the purpose of exacting contribution or ransom 
would inflict upon the property and business of 
the country an injury which oan neither be 
foreseen nor measured. 

The elaborate and costly fortifications, which 
were constructed with the greatest engineering 
skill, are now practically useless. They are not 
capable of resisting the attacks of modern ar- 
tillery. A still greater defect exists in our coast 
defenses. The range of the best modern ar- 
tillery has become 60 extended that our present 
fortifications designed to protect the harbor of 
New-York, where two-thirds of the import trade 
and more than one-half of the export trade of 
the whole United States is carried on, are too 
near to the great populations of New-York City, 
Jersey City, and Brooklyn to be of any value as 
B protection. To provide effectual defenses 
would be the work of years. It would take 
much time to construct permanent fortifications. 
A small provision of tne best modern pene 
would take several years. Neither of these 
works can be extemporized in presence of 
pmergent danger. A million of soldiers with the 
best equipments, on the heights surrounding 
the harbor of New-York, in our present state of 
preparation, or rather in our total want of prep- 
aration, would be powerless to resist a small 

uadron of war steamers. 

bis state of things is discreditable to our 
foresight and to our prudence. The best guar- 
antee against aggression, the best assurance that 
our dipiomacy will be successful and pacific, 
and that our rights and honor will be respected 
by other nations, is in their knowledge that we 
are in a situation to vindicate our reputation 
and interests. While we may afford to be de- 
ficient in the means of offense, we cannot afford 
to be defenseless. The notoriety of the fact 
that we have neglected the ordinary precautions 
of defense invites want of consideration in our 
diplomacy, injustice, arrogance, and insult at 
the hands of foreign nations. 

Itisnow more than 60 years since we an- 
nounced to the world that we should resist any 
attempts, from whatever quarter they might 
come,to make any new colonizations on any 
part of the American continent; that while we 
should respect the status quo we should protect 
the people of the different nations inhabiting 
this continent from every attempt to subject 
them to the dominion of any European power, 
or to interfere with their undisturbed ex- 
ercise of ithe rights of self-government. 
This announcement was formally made by 
President Monroe after consultation with Mr. 
Madison and Mr. Jefferson. It was formulated 
by John Quincy Adams. Our Government has 
firmly adhered to the Monroe doctrine, and even 
so jate as 1865 it warned Napoleon III. out of 
Mexico. It is impossible to foresee in the recent 
scramble of the European powers for acquisi- 
tion of colonies how soon an occasion may arise 
for our putting in practice the Monroe doctrine. 
It is clear that there ought to be some relation 
between our assertion of that doctrine and our 
preparation to maintain it. 

It is not intended to recommend any attempt 
to rival the great European powers in the crea- 
tion of a powerful navy. The changes which 
have rapidly occurred by the diminution of the 
reiative resisting power of the defensive armor 
of iron-clads and by the increased efficiency of 
modern artillery—which on the whole has 
gained in the competition—suggest that wo 
should not at present enter largely into the 
creation of armed vessels. In the questions that 
beset this subject until they shall have 
reached 2 solution we can content our- 
selves with adding but sparingly to our 
pavy. But what we do. ad should 
be the very best that science and experience can 
indicate. This prudential view is reinforced by 
the consideration tbat the annual charge of 
maintaining a war vessel bears an important 

roportion to the original cost of construction. 

n conetruciting permanent fortifications and in 
providing an ample supply of the best modern 
artillery the annual cost of maintenance is in- 
considerable. Nearly the whole expenditure is 
in the original outiay for construction. If we 
do not make the expenditure necessary to pro- 
vide for our seacoast defenses when iwe 
bave a surplusé§and have no need to 
levy new taxes, we certainly will not make 
those expenditures when we have no longera 
surplus in the Treasury. To leave our vast in- 
terests defenseless ingorder to reduce the cost of 
whisky to its consumers would be a solecism. 
The present time is peculiarly favorable for 
providing for this great national necessity, too 
long neglected. Not only does the surplus in 
the Treasury supply ample means to moet this 
great public want without laying new burdens 
upon the people, but the work can now be done 
at a much lower cost than has ever before been 
possible. The defensive works would consist 
almost entirely of steel and iron. These materi- 
fis can now be had at an unprecodentedly low 
price. A vast supply of machinery and ot labor 
called into existence by a great vicissitude in 
the steel and iron industries offers itseif to our 
service. We should have the satisfaction of 
knowing that while we were availing ourselves 
of the supplies which would ordinarily be un- 
attainable we were setting in motion im- 
portant industries and giving employment 
to labor in a period of depression. 
With encouragement by the guarantee of 
work, or perbaps by the Government 
itseit furnishing the plant, the inventive genius 
of our people would be applied to the creation 
of new meaus and improved machinery, and es- 
tablishments would spring into existence capa- 
bie of supplying all of the national wants, and 
rendering us completely independent of all 
other countries in respect to the meansof na- 
tional defense. [ endeavored to impress these 
ideas upon Mr. Randall the last time I had the 
pleasure of seeing him.

A LAWYER ARRESTED. 

LANCASTER, Penn., Dec. 4.—Robert J. 
Evans, a well known member of the Lancaster 
Bar, was arrested this afternoon on the charge 
of embezzlement preferred by Henry Speidel 
and gave bail inthesum of $6,000 fora hearing 
before Alderman Deen. Speidel was Executor 
of his father’s estate, and in that capacity re- 
ceived about $3,400, which he intrusted to Evans 
as his counsel, who toid him that it was the 
proper thing to do, xnd he had no hesitation in 
doing so,as he bad full confidenge in Evans. 
When the time came fora distribOtion of the 
money among the heirs Speide! found that he 
could not make Evans give up the money. 
Evans declared that Speide) had given the 
money to him to speculate with and he had lost 
{t. This Speidel denies. As the money was not 
forthcoming Speidel and Evans were ordered 
toshow cause why they should not pay the 
money into court or be adjudged in contempt. 
The rule against Speidel was made absolute on 
Nov. 23, but his counsel secured suspension of 
udement until Jast Saturday, when, as Speidel 
ad no money or property, he was committed to 
prison forcontempt, where he is still, with no 
prospect of release. No opinion has yet been 
given in the case against Evans, but to-day 
Speidel was brought ‘down to town by the 
Sheriff and entered the suit for embezzlement.

ARSENIC IN THE SOUP. 


SEVERAL MEMBERS OF A MONTREAL SOCIAL 
CLUB POISONED. 

MonTREAL, Dec. 4.—Mr. C, P. Davidson, 
Queen's. Counsel, Crown Prosecutor, and Police 
Magistrate Dugas opened a private investiga- 
tion to-day in a most mysterious case of poison- 
ing. The affair having happened in the Metro- 
politan, a fashionable up-town club, the facts 
have been carefully hushed up. On Tuesday 
night, it appears, while a number of gentlemen 
were dining, eight of them took suddenly sick 
and evinced every symptom of poisoning, but 
fortunately were seized with violent fits of 
nausea, which in all probability saved 


their lives. The other centiomen hastily 
quittea the table, and the utmost ex- 
citement revailed. It was in no way 
lessened when it was learned that three of the 
servants in the kitchen had also taken suddenly 
sick. Medical aid was summoned and emetics 
administered to each of the sufferers, who were 
afterward sent to their homes. Three of the 
gentiemen became seriously ill during the night, 
andemetics had again to be administered. A 
hasty inquiry was made at the ciub, and it was 
learned that only those persons who had taken 
game soup had been affected. The following are 
their names: Messrs. Atken, President of the 
club; Cotton, the Secretary; Price, McLennan, 
Braithwaite, Bonsfield, Ahern, and McLea. The 
three servants had, it seems, been given part of 
the soup by the cook, who considered it a success. 

Some of the soup was submitted to Dr. Baker 
Edwards, Government Analyst, who found that 
it contained a quantity of arsenic sufficient to 
have poisoned every member of theclub. He 
says the quantity of arsenic 1t contained was so 
large as to forbid the supposition that it could 
have come there by accident. The presence of 
arsenic in tne soup in such quantities alone 
saved the members. Instead of having the 
effect it produces when taken in small 
doses the drug simply acted as a vigorous 
emetic. The physician who was called in 
said that the chances of the guests for lite had 
the nausea developed itseif two minutes later 
would have been small. The investigation so 
far has elicited nothing sufficiently definite to 
warrant the arrest of any one, but the detectives 
are trylug to find outif any of the employes 
have recently bought arsenic from any of the 
druggists’ stores in this city. 

One of the officers of the club expresses the be- 
lief that the poisoning was unintentional, and 
thet the game from which tho soup was made 
had been killea by arsenic. This, he says, is a 
common habit with pot bunters. 


WHO SHOT MR. CHADEK # 





GROWING SUSPICIONS THAT HIS WIFE DID 
THE FATAL DEED. 

AntTIGO, Wis., Dec. 4.—The tragic death 
of Thomas Chadek, the Postmaster at Deer 
Brook, remains shrouded in mystery, although 
all the circumstances surrounding the case in- 
dicate that itis not a case of self-destruction. 
The location of the wounds in Chadek’s body 
make it plain that Mrs. Chadek's statement that 
he shot himself is incorrect. The most plausible 
theory is that Mrs. Chadek did the shooting her- 
self. This is supported by the following cir- 
cumstances: On Sunday night last Mrs. Chadek 
got her husband’s revolver out of the store and 


threatened toshoot him. At that time twoof 
her children took the weapon away from her. 
It is said that she then intimated her intention 
to again get the pistol and carry it with her. 

On Monday afternoon Mrs. Chadek visited a 
house of questionable character and there met 
Charles Sanford, with whom itis charged that 
she has been intimate for some time. There her 
husband called for her, and according to the 
statement of the woman who keeps the house, 
requested her to go home and stay with her chil- 
dren. Shetold him that she would go home 
when she got ready, and he left her. As he was 
walking away she shouted after nim not to fol- 
low. her again or he would be Sorry for it. A 
few minutes later Chadek was seen going toward 
Levine-place. His wife ran into the woods. He 
followed her, and a few seconds later the pistol 
shots were heard. Presently Mrs. Chadek rushed 
back into Levine-place shouting that her nus- 
band hai shot her and himself. 

The generally accepted theory is that Mrs. 
Chadek turned on her husband with the revolver, 
perhaps only intending to frighten him; that he 
seized her and forced her hands back, and in the 
struggle the pistol was discharged, wounding 
her in the shoulder; that he, horrified at the 
accident, started back, when the probably infu- 
riated woman aimed the pistol at him, and that 
he threw up hisarm to protect himself, the builet 
passing through it and inflicting the wound 
which caused his death. 





ALLEGED BOGUS WARRANTS, 


AN INTERESTING LEGAL’ FIGHT EXPECTED 


IN INDIANAPOLIS, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 4.—The genuineness of 
the alleged fraudulent warrants issued over the 
name of Ernest Kitz, Trustee of this (Centre) 
townsbip, will soon be tested in the United 
States court by a suit brought by Chicago 
parties against Kitz and his bondsmen 
to recover on warrants amounting to $10,000. 
Demand: has been made on Mr. Kitz and 
his bondsmen for the amount, but the demand 
was refused. Mr. Kitz pronounced the war- 
rants forgeries, as he has others of the same 


kind. They all belong to the Pollard class, and are 
executed upon the same kind of paper and ia 
the same manner. They do not, however, re- 
semble the warrants used by Mr. Kitz in the 
township business, with the single exception 
that the signature to them bears a startling re- 
sembiance to Mr. Kitz’s signaturo, and it will 
be claimed to be genuine by the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Kitz admits tbe resemblance, but denies 
that the signatures on the alleged bogus war- 
rants xre genuine. The Chicago parties obtained 
the warrants from R. B. Pollard, and claim to 
have given a consideration for them. The theory 
upon which an attempt will be made to hold the 
bondsmen is that under the statute of 1883 a 
bondsman for a Township Trustee is Hable for 
all debts of the Trustee not authorized by Jaw 
and for the incurring of which tbe consent of 
the County Commissioners was not cbtained. A 
very stubborn and interesting legal battle may 
be looked forward to, and every attempt will be 
made to unearth Pollard and the manner and 
extent of hisschemes. Mr. Kitz says he is glad 
this thing is coming toa head at last, and that 
he will be given an opportunity to vindicate 
himself from all suspicion of connection with 
Polard. 
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NOTES FROM CUBA. 

HAVANA, Nov. 28.—Evidences of grief at 
the death of the young King of Spain are shown 
by the citizens generally. Many delegations and 
persons of distinction have called on the Gov- 
ernor-General to assure him of their sympathy 
with the royalfamily. Anxiety is felt as to the 


changes in Government the death of King Al- 
fonso may bring about. 

Mr. Daniel M. Mulien has been provisionally 
appointed commercial agent of the United 
Stutes at Sagua. 

A tragedy has occurred here in which two 

olice delegates were the actors. Sefior Pablo 

ecio Betancourt, delegate from the Fifth Dis- 
trict, became involved ina quarrel with Sefor 
Andrade, delezate from the First District. Both 
men drew pistols end began snooting, cach man 
firing several times. Betancourt was terribly 
wounded, and died in about an hour. 

The probabilities are that the sugar crop of 
this season will considerably exceed the previous 
one, which, according to published statements, 
amounted to nearly 630,000 tons. At Saguaseveral 
contracts for whole crops have been made, the 
prices to be based on those ruling at the time of 
delivery. 

The present demand for leaf tobacco is mostly 
limited to that of the last crop. Sales have been 
made at from $45 to $60 per quintai. 
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CONVEYED TO GEORGE VANDERBILT. 

Mr. William H. Vanderbilt visited Staten 
Island yesterday with his son George Vander- 
bilt to place him in possession of all the proper- 
ty on Staten Isiand owned by him. They reached 
Clifton on the 10 o’clock boat from New-York 
and drove in their carriage to New-Dorp, where 
the family homestead is located. After inspect- 
ing the new bulkhead on the bay shore re- 
cently completed to protect the shore from 
encroachments by storms, they visited a 
few friends, looked at the progress of 
the work on the Vanderbilt mausoleum 
in the Moravian Cemetery, and returned to the 
city on the 4 P. M. boat. The deed for the prop- 
erty—a warantee deed—was filed in the County 
Clerk’s office at Richmond on Dec. 3. The con- 
sideration is $1. The deed is siened by William 
H. Vanderbilt and Maria Louise, his wife, and 
conveys ali the lands ana buildings which Wiil- 
iam H. Vanderbilt acquires under the will of his 
father excepting such as have been sold. This 
amounts in all to about 400 acres, most of which 
ig in the town of Southfield, and includes all 
the property formerly owned by the Commo- 
dore at Vanderbilt's Landing. 





FAVORITES BEATEN AT MOBILE. 

MositE, Dec. 4.—The favorites were 
again beaten yesterday, although they showed 
good mettle ana lost by half lengths only. The 
time was quite fast for a somewhat lumpy track. 
The weather was bright and temperate. The 
five-furlong dash for $250 had seven starters, 
Willie Martin being prime favorite.

THE WILSON-MOEN SUIT 


NO. LIGHT YET THROWN UPON 
THE STRANGE MYSTERY. 

THE DEFENDANT SAYS HE MADE NO PROM- 
ISES TO WILSON—MISS WETHERELL AND 
MISS ENGLEY ON THE STAND. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 4.—Interest in the 
Wilson-Moen case 1s increasing. When Judge 
Nelson went into the United States Circuit Court 
this morning he found the court room crowded 
with people. After the opening the court called 
attention to the motion for a stay of the action 
made last evening and said he was unable to say 
there was absolutely no evidence to go to a 
jury, but he would not deter counsel for the de- 
fense from renewing their motion. Mr. King 
then opened forthe defense. He reviewed Mr. 
Wilson’s past history and the relations which 
ted to the various breach of promise and 
seduction suits which Wilson compromised. He 
denied that Mr. Moen ever asked Wilson to go 
to Moosehead Lake. Wilson sought out Moen, 
and demanded of him that he furnish Wilson 
with $100,000, with which to settle the suit of the 
Engleys. Moen refused under any circum- 
stances to supply the money, and Wilson went 
away, but returned and again urged the matter, 
until Moen finally consented, Wilson represent- 
ing that he was about to be married, and wanted 
to borrow that sum. Moen did raise $20,000 to 
give to Wilson, but by advice of his counsel, 
who knew nothing of the matter until this 
money had been paid, declined to furnish any 
more funds, The witnesses for the detense were 
then called, 

Mr. Philip L. Moen testified as follows: “I 
live in Worcester, and am the defendant in this 
suit. I was at Moosehead Lake inthe Summer 


of 1882. I went therein July. I know Mr. Wil- 
son. I had not seen him previously for four or 
six weeks. I had not told Wilson that I was 
going to Moosehead Lake. I had not told him 
to come to Worcester so that I could tell him 
where l was going. I did not expect bim at 
Moosehead. I first saw him there on a Thurs- 
day evening. 1 had received no communication 
from him. Heasked meif 1 bad seen in tho 
papers what trouble he was in, and I told him I 
had. Hethentoid me of his imprisonment, and 
said he should die if he had to go back there again. 
He said he had got bail fur 10 or 12 days until he 
could arrange the matter further. He begged 
and pleaded with me for money. I told him he 
had done a great wrong, and that be had money 
enough to settie all claims against him. I ut- 
terly refused to give him any money. In that 
interyiew he told me who -had brought suits 
against bim, He said nothing aljout the Weth- 
erell suit. Ididn’t know Mr. Engley or any of 
his family at that time. Neither was I ac- 
vainted with Mr. Wetherell or any of his 
amily by name or otherwise. Wilson left 
on the boat the next morning, I got a 
dispatch from him at Greenville that 
evening saying he would ret:rn on the evening 
boat. I saw Wilson again that night when the 
boat arrived. 1 never told Wilson that I was 
anxious to have the suits settled and to keep the 
matter from the knowledge of Mrs. Moen. Fri- 
day evening Wilson resumed his entreaties for 
money. I told him I would not aid him then to 
the extent of a dollar, but {said I was going to 
Worcester the next morning and would think of 
it. I made no promise. I did not tell 
Wilson that Mrs. Moen must not get at 
the papers to see the talk, nor did 
I tell him that I wouid not have my name 
coupled with his nor that “this thing must be 
settied right up.”* Mr. Wilson did not say that 
he could not settle the suits, nor did 1 tell bim 
that the suits bad to be settled. 1 did not tell 
him that I would give him $100,000 in cash to 
settle the suits. While in Boston I never offered 
Wilson any Stonington or Bostoh and Albany 
stock. I never owned any stock in those 
companies. I] returned to Worcester on Sun- 
day night, and on Monday mornine I 
went to my place of Dusiness. That night 
I went to New-York by rail. I went 
the next day to Naylor’s oflice and told 
him that I wanted to borrow $100,000. I was 
given a check for $20,000, but could not raise the 
$ 00,000. I mailed the check to Levi Wilson and 
I also sent a telegram saying “1 have maiied 
20,000; willtry and send $40,000 to-morrow and 
40,000 the next day.”? There was nothing in the 
letter which would bear the construction 
“* which makes up the sum I promised,” as testi- 
fied by Wilson. On Tuesday I returned to 
Worcester and on Wednesday morning went to 
see my counsel. Wilson called at my house 
that evening, not by invitation or hy 
my notification. There were present Mr. 
Rice, my counsel, and myself. In a 
room near by was the Assistant Deputy » Mar- 
shal of Worcester. Mr. Kice told Wilson, “ You 
hare no business to bein this house. Mr..Moen 
wiil not pay you a cent.” Wilson did not go. 
Mr. Rice asked him if he had received a eheck 
for $20,000. Wilson denied that he had received 
any such check. Mr. Rice told him if he would 
never see Mr. Moen again the check would be 
exchanged for bills. Wilson assented, but noth- 
ing was said aboutany clalm on me. I gave Mr. 
Rice $20,000 in bills and I received_the 
check a few days after from Mr. Rice. 
In the conversation on the night men- 
tioned notbing was said about Wilson being 
“the mystery.” Nothing was said about the 
newspapers and the public being pacified. I 
never asked Wilson to lie for me,and I never 
said it wouldn't hurt him much tolie. In De- 
oember, 1882, or January, 1883, I met Wilson in 
Worcester. He told methat his lawyers were 
pressing him for money, and he wanted $16,000 
to settle with them. I said I would not give 
him a cent. He told me not to speak so loud, 
and I expressed indifference as to the loudness 
of my voice. He then went off. At another 
time, the last time I ever spoke to Wilson, he 
wanted me to buy some papers, butI said [ 
would not give him 124% cents for all the papers 
in his possession. I never told Wilson that I 
would pay the balance of the $100,000 in Jan- 
uary. 

Witness (continuing) said he did not take a re- 
ceipt for the $20,000 froin Wilson; was not in the 
habit of loaning money without security, but 
was sO much excited atthe time that ne ad- 
vanced one-fifth of the amount without imme- 
diately demanding security; he expected that 
Wilson would recover wnat he had pledged to 
others for bail and turn it over to’him. 

Miss Wethereil, of Uxbridge, testified that she 
became acquainted with Wilson in 1880; he was 
living alone; she was engaged to him and the 
time for the marriage was set; he broke the en- 
gagement, informing her that he was to be mar 
ried to Miss Farnum, ot Providence; she sued 
him, xnd the matter was settled without going 
into court; she was paid $2,000 and her legal ex- 
penses; knew Hattie Engiey, the reputed wife of 
Wilson, at the time. 

Miss Hattie A. Engley, of Providence, testi- 
fied: Knew Wilson at North Uxbridge; he 
boarded with her parents in 1876: wasengaged to 
him two months; went to Milford with him to 
get married; the family were informed; was not 
married. Miss Kngley’s story was furtber told 
substantially as previously published. 

Mrs. Engley, mother of the last witness, testi- 
fied that Wilson called upon the family in regard 
to this suit. He was particularly anxious about 
some letters Hattie had written to him, for if 
they were in existence they might be harmful, as 
this case should be proved to be one of black- 
mail she would be held equally culpable. Hattie 
had not kept the letters. 

Freeman C. Thayer, Assistant Marshal of 
Worcester, testified in detail as to his visit to 
Moen’s on the occasion of the conference bo- 
tween Messrs. Moen, Rice, and Wilson; he heard 
little of the conversation, but did hear Rice tell 
Wilson that be was not to see Moen again under 
apy circumstances, 

Mr. Rice here arose and told the court that he 
had retired trom the management of the case. 
He then took the stand and testified to the 
meeting at Mr. Moen’s, and gave a sketch of the 
conversation, which was substantially as related 
in the defendant’s opening. 

After Mr. Rice’s testimony tbe hearing was 
continued until to-morrow morning.

PUBLIC EXECUTION IN COLORADO. 

LAGUACHE, Col, Dec. 4.—Marshall Clem- 
ents was hanged here yesterday for the murder 
of his brother Thomas and the latter’s wife, 
Susan, on the l7th of last August. The doomed 
man was carefully dressed, and seemed to be in 
excellent spirits. On the way to the gallows 
Clements recognized several of his acquaint- 
ances, bowing to them pleasantly, and address- 
ing some by name. When he had ascendea the 
scaffold the Sheriff read the death warrant and 
asked him if he had anything to say. He replied 
that his death was deserved, and that he hoped 
to be forgiven for all his sins. He then bade his 
friends good-bye, and said he was ready. His 
neck was not broken, though the fall was seven 
feet. The knot had been tied too loosely and 
became disarranged, causing a slow death from 
strangulation. At the end of 14 minutes life 
was pronounced extinct and the body was cut 
down. The exeeution was witnessed by about 
1,000 persons, some of whom came 100 miles to 
attend it. 





A FAINT AND SMALL COMET. 

RocwEstEeR, N. Y., Dec. 4.—Prof. Bar- 
nard, of Vanderbilt University, Nashville, Tenn., 
announces to-Director Swift the discovery of a 
new comet in the constellation Taurus. It is 
faint and small. Its position is as follows: Right 
ascension, 4 hours 2] minutes 57 seconds; declin- 
ation north, 4° 45’; daily motion northwest, 35’. 
Tnis makes the fifth prize of $200 won by Prof. 
Barnard for the discovery of comets. Dr. Swift 
saw the Paris comet last evening through the 
16-inch Warner telescope, and reports it as being 
very faint. 


EMMET AT HIS OLD TRICKS. 

Perhaps the largest. audience that ever 
assembled at the Paterson Opera House was 
there last evening to see Joseph K. Emmet in 
“Fritz in Ireland.” Standing room was ata 
premium, and many persons were turned away. 
At 8:15 Manager Stone announced that Emmet 
was in his dressing room, but not in condition to 
pot pee Amid hootings and demands from the 
galleries that “Fritz” be produced the audience 
filed out, reveiving the entrance money at the 
door.

THE NEW-YORK FISH COMMISSION. 


GOOD WORDS FOR MR, BLACKFORD-—WHAT 
HE HAS DONE FOR STUDENTS. 
From the Forest and Stream, Dec. 4. 

We find the following in the Albany 
Argus of late date: “On investigation it has 
been discovered that the terms of office of the 
Commissioners of Fisheries, with the exception 
of that of William H. Bowman, of Rochester, 
have expired. The term is five years, instead of 
life as heretofore believed. The statutes are 
mandatory in the matter of filling these vacan- 


cies. The Anglers’ Association of the st. Law- 
rence River has filed with the Governor a vig- 
orous protest against the reappointment of Fish 
Commissioner Blackford, of Brooklyn, because 
he is a fish dealer in New-York City, and his 
private business interests are at variance 
with his public duties and inimical to all true 
sportsmen.” On two former occasions this ob- 
jection was urged against Mr. Blackford, and 
twice a bill was introduced into the Legislature 
forbidding any person interested in the sale of 
fish to be a Commissioner. In each of these 
cases the bill was instigated by a man whom Mr. 
Blackford had discharged for stealing trout 
from Long Island streams, and the bill came to 
naught. If the Anglers’ Association would 
make a specific charge and show in what wa 
Mr. Blackford’s private interests intertere wit 
his public duties we could then judge of 
the merits of the case. We know that 
Mr. Blackford has been one of the most 
active men in the board, and that he 
has not only devoted time but money to 
furthering fish culture. He has hired a room 
from the city and fitted it up asa laboratory, 
which is open to students of natural history at 
all times, and he has employed Prof. H. J. Rice 
to examine the stomache of fishes in order to 
prove the nature of their food, so that some 
light might be thrown on the menbaden ques- 
tion as well as on the breeding seasons of fishes. 
All this bas been at his own expense. Besides 
this, he has given hundreds of dollars’ worth 
of rare fishes to the National Museum, 
buying everything new or strange that 
comes into the market and donating it. 
We are ataloss to understand this opposition 
to him by the Anglers’ Association, his asso- 
ciation iscomposed of enthusiastic gentlemen 
who no doubt mean well, but who do mako a 
mistake sometimes, as in the case of the strined 
bass law, and we feel sure that they are mistaken 
now. Ina former case when this same question 
came up our late friend, George Dawson, said to 
us: * Why, you might as well pass a law that no 
man shall be a Professor in a college who Is com- 
petent to teach.”” We know that someof the 
employes of the Fish Commission do notapprove 
of Mr. Blackford because he has insisted on in- 
troducing some _ discipline jand business 
methods, and has, perhaps, been lack- 
ing in hero worship, but if the associa- 
tion has been influenced in any way by them it 
has listened to bad counsel. We asked Mr. 
Biackford about this matter, but he simply said 
that he should not fight it; the position was not 
sought by him, and he thought of resigning, as 
the duties had become burdensome; that this 
was the first complaint he had heard from 
anglers, who have generally felt kindly toward 
his efforts to increase the fishes, and also for his 
hearty support of practical legisiation for fish 
protection. This was all he cared to say on the 
subject. We would regard the absence of Mr. 
Blackford from the Board of Commissioners as 
a loss to the fishery interests of the State, and in 
the absence of charges showing wherein he has 
allowed his private interests to interfere with 
his duties we shall continue to think so. 





NYACK VILLAGE IN DANGER. 


THE WATER COURSES POLLUTED FROM OAK 
HILL CEMETERY. 

Nyack, N. Y., Dec. 4.—For several years 
past there has been a growiue feeling among the 
people living in the northwestern part of this 
village against the gradual but certain en- 
croachment of Oak Hill Cemetery upon the vil- 
lage limits. It has been feared that the dead 
bodies, 1f their burial place was extended any 
furtber in an easterly direction, would contam- 
inate the water courses running toward the vil- 
lage and perhaps pollute the veins of water that 
are likely to be the sources which suppiy nu- 
merous wells and springs in the vicinity. Tho 
sentiment of the people here hss not, however, 


found public vent in a very emphatic manner 
until recently, partly because of an #fection for 
the burying ground on the part of those 
who have relatives and friends interred 
there; but late developments have set the peo- 
ple here thinking and talking more strongly 
and to-day the matter is an important topic of 
conversation. A few days ago the attention of 
the State Board of Health at Albany was called 
to the present and prospective condition of 
things, and a prompt and full investigation has 
been made. ‘he report of Aifred C. Carroll, M. 
D., Secretary and executive officer, accompa- 
nied by those of Horace Andrews, civil engineer, 
and William Hailes, Jr.. who made an analysis 
of the water in the vicinity of the cemetery, has 
just been made public, creating a great interest 
among the people here. The facts and sug- 
gestions contained inthe reports are 8o perti- 
nent that no doubt the community will be great- 
ly benetited by the action that will result from 
them. 

Dr. Carroll in his report says: ‘“*The dangers 
arising from the decomposition of animal mat- 
ter in burying grounds vary with the character 
of the soil, but under any circumstances the dif- 
ference is rather one of degreethanof kind. In 
porous soils such decomposition takes place 
most rapidiy, complete decay of the body some- 
times occurring ina very few years; but these 
soils permit the greatest diffusion of gaseous 
and dissolved products. In the case under con- 
sideration, with gravelly superfices underlaid by 
almost impervious strata, such wide diffusion of 
the rapidly produced liquofied results of putre- 
faction would be particularly favored. It has 
long been a matter of common experience that 
low fevers and various forma of °* filth diseases’ 
are apt to prevailin the neighborhood of old 
burying grounds where population gathers 
around them.” 

The peopie of Nyack feel a great interest in 
this matter, and’ the investigation and report of 
the State Board of Health will no doubt prove 
beneficial in retarding the growth of the ceme- 
tery in the direction of the village.

MEXICAN AFFAIRS. 

Criry or Mexico, Dec. 4.—Slow progress 
is being made in securing an agreement between 
the Government and the railway companies, 
There isa bill now before Congress to require 
railway companies to complete their lines with- 
in five years, the Government to fund the out- 
standing subsidy in aloan at 4 percent. A, bill 
providing for free banking has been unanimous- 
ly referred to the Finance Committee of Con- 
gress. Thisis taken to mean the defeat of the 
National Bank in its endeavor to sustain itself 
as the only legal bank of issue. Congress has 
added $250,000 to this year’s budget. The silver 
question is agitating the press, and great inter- 
est is taken in President Cleveland's forthcom- 
ing message. The Treasury Cash balance tor 
November is less than $30,000.

On Wednesday the 
management of the Opera Hoyse canceled the 
remaining dates with the company, and other 
points in the State telegraphed to the same 
etfect. Miss Markham held her troupe in hand 
for two days trying to arrange other dates, but 
to-day the company concluded to disband, and 
seven of the members, including Miss Markham, 
started for New-York.

A PLEASANT WINTER RESORT. 
To the Edttor of the New-York Times: 

I have spent the last three Winters in 
Thomasville, Ga., and can speak of the place 
from personal experience. Thomasville contains 
about 4,000 inhabitants, and is situated on a high 
belt of land 450 feet above the level offthe Gulf 
of Mexico, and is surrounded by immense pine 
forests, so that the atmosphere is constantly im- 
pregnated with the aroma of the pines. There 


is no standing water in any direction, and, of 
course, no malaria. The climate is especially 
adapted forthe relief of those suffering from 
lung and throat difficulties, It is only 12 
miles from the line of Florida, and the tem- 
perature is so mild that an overcoat is 
seldom required. There is a large hotel—the 
Piney Woods—kept by a Northern man., Itis 
“first class” in every respect. The rate is $4 a 
day. All the meats are brought from New- 
York in refrigerator cars. The Piney Woods was 
opened for the first time last Winter, and for 
two months was so crowded that daily telegrams 
were sent in response to inquiries saying, *‘ No 
more accommodations.”» The hotel opened for 
the season on Dec. 1. Not 10 rods from the hotel 
you enter a large pine forest called "The 
Yankee Paradise,’? where the underbrush has 
been removed and seats are provided for loung- 
ing. I met a confirmed consumptive last Sum- 
mer in Vermont who said: he spent last Winter 
in Florida, going to different places in search 
of strength. He continued to grow weak till at 
last he expected to be put under the ground 
within aweek. Finally he went to Thomasville, 
where his health began to improve, and in 28 
days he had gained 15 pounds in weight. The 
streets in Thomasville are wide and finely shaded 
witb trees. The drives, on fine turnpiked roads, 
lead out from the centre, like spokes from the 
hub of a wheel. The competition among the 
livery stables brings the price of carriages there 
down to areasonable figure.

LIMITS OF THE CITY DEBT 


\‘AN INJUNCTION AGAINST MORE 
BOND ISSUES UPHELD. 
A POINT THAT THE BONDS IN THE SINK- 
ING FUND ARE NOT TO BE COUNTED 
AS PART OF THE DEBT OVERRULED. 

Judge J. F. Daly, in the Special Term of 
the Court of Common Pleas, yesterday, decided 
te continue in force the injunction restraining 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners from issuing 
$2,000,000 of city bonds for the purposes of the 
Dock Department. The injunction was ob- 
tained in a suit in which Robert Goelet, the 
Bleecker-Street Savings Bank, the Emigrant In- 
fustrial Bank, and other holders of city bonds, 
are plaintiffs. They allege that the Sink- 
ing Fund Commissioners cannot lawfully 
issue more city bonds because the city debt, 
counting as part of it the bonds heid in the 
sinking fund, is greater already than 10 per 
erent. of the assessed valuation of the real estate 
in the city, within which limit it must be kept 
necording to the constitutional amendment 
gedopted in 1884. When the suit began the as- 
sessed value of real estate was $1,168,443,137. 
The plaintiffs allege that the city debt therefore 
must be reduced to $116,844,313, it being $126,- 
£71,138 58, and that until it is brourht within 
that limit no more bonds can be issued except 
for certain purposes not falling within the inhi- 
bition of the constitutional amendment. 

The case went before Judge J. F. Daly ona 
demurrer interposed to the complaint by the 
Dock Commissioners and ona motion for the 
continuance of the injunction. At the hearing 
Simon Sterne argued that the bonds in the pos- 


Session of the sinking fund were held by 
them in trust for the city’s creditors, and 
must be accounted part of the municipal 
debt, to whose redemption. they were 
pledged. On the contrary, John E. Dev- 
elin insisted that the bonds were nothing, 
and that through their redemption by the Com- 
missioners the city debt was reduced by their 
amount — $34,179,338 55 — and was therefore 
$92,691,800, insteud of $126,000,000. Consequently, 
Mr. Develin said, the constitutional amendment 
did not apply immediately to the affairs of New- 
<q) 


After carefully going over the statutes made 
between 1813 and 1882, affecting the matter in 
controversy, Judge Daly found that there was 
none providing for the extinguishment of the 
debt represented by the city bords_ purchased 
by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, such 
bonds being. on the contrary, termed and treated 
as investments. From the Consolidation act he 
quoted the foliowing: 

** Between the city ana its creditors, holdersef its 
bonds and stocks as aforesaid, there shall be, and there 
is hereby declared to be, a contract that the funds and 
revenues of the city, and the funds to be collected 
from the assessments, as aforesaid, by this chapter 
pledzed to the sinking fund for the redemption of the 
Beid dept, shall be accumulated and applied only to the 
purposes of said sinking fund. until all the said debt is 
tully redeemed as herein provided.” 

“In the face of this express co@feract,” says 
Judge Daly, “ we are not at liberty:to placea 
construction upon the city ordinances, or the 
acts of the Commissioners under them in pur- 
chasing city bonds, nor upon the provisions of 
jaw authorizing the cancellation of such bonds, 
which would defeat the object of the statute in 
providing an accumulation in the sinkinz fund 
for the security of the city creditors. The accu- 
mulations of the fund are to-day, to the extent 
of over $34,000,000, representea by city bonds, in 
which, obedient to law, the Commissioners have 
invested in the trust fund. Whatis thus accumu- 
lated in the sinking fund under the solemn com- 
pact of the State with the creditors of the city ? 
Surely not mere evidences of debt which have 
been redeemed and extinguished! It would have 
been scarcely worth while to make a serious con- 
tract for the accumulation of so much waste pa- 
per. Whatis the fund which for over 70 years 
has been so carefully guarded, and which from 
its foundation consisted almost exclusively of 
investments in city bonds? Nothing. 1f such in- 
vestments were not in any sense valid securities. 

“Let us suppose that in the absence of any 
provision authorizing such investments, the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund bought and 
held city stock as an investment of the trust 
money, would such purchase ibe deemed a pay- 
ment and extincuisament of the debt repre- 
spented by the stock, or would the securities so 
acquired by the Commissioners be treated as 
valid subsisting obligations held in trust for the 
purpose of the fund? Does the fact that the 
ordinances do permit such investments and for- 
bid the canceling of such securities and 
provide that they are to be held until the 
whole debt, of which they are a_ part, is 
redeemed work an extinguishment of the 
recurities? I think there can be but one an- 
swer to the question. it is more reasonable to 
conclude that the city bonds held as investments 
by the Sinking Fund Commissioners are subsist- 
ing outstanding obligations of the city until 
the whole debt of which they area part is re- 
deemed; that they are marketable securities to 
be applied under the direction of the Legisla- 
ture, if the emergency should arise that re- 
quires it, to the redemption of the city debt as 
i falis due, and for this purpose they are to be 

eld uncanceled until the redemption of the 
whole debt. They must therefore be deemed to 
be outstanding as part of the debt of the city. 
gnd must betaken into account in computing 
the amount of its indebtedness with reference 
to the power to incur additional debt since the 
adoption of the constitutional limit.” 

For these reasons Judge Daly overrules the 
demurrer of the Dock Commissioners and con- 
tinu@s the injunction. 


NEGLECT THAT COST HIS LIFE, 





-& LABORER KILLED ON THE ELEVATOR AT 
WILLIAM T. DAY’S IRON WORKS. 

George Gillett, a German laborer, of No. 
$8 Ludlow-street, was instantly killed yesterday 
morning, while riding on the elevator at Will- 
fam T. Day’s iron works, No. 22 West Third- 
gtreet, where he was employed. The elevator 
Ss run by steam and is intended for the carrying 
of freight from the cellar to the upper stories of 
the building. It consists of an ordinary open 
piatform, suspended fromthe drum bya wire 
rope. Itrunsthrough an open hatchway along 
the east wall of the building, and ina groove in 


the shaft runs the iron counterbalancé weight. 
The rules of the establishment forbid any of the 
employes riding on the elevator under any cir- 
cumstances, and a warning to this effect is con- 
spicuously painted on the wall of the shaft. 

Gillett and three other workmen got on the 
elevator, upon which a heavy load of iron cast- 
ings had already been placed. One of the men 
puiled the check rope and the platform began 
to ascend. It had got about two feet above the 
ground floor when the wire rope parted and the 
platform with its load of castings and men fell 
into the cellar. The breaking of the rope threw 
the iron counterbalance weight out of its 
groove, and it struck Gillett on the back of the 
head, breaking his neck and crushing in his 
Bkull. The other men escaped unhurt. Mr. 
Day said that the castings on the elevator plat- 
form were a sufficient load for the rope to carry, 
rand the additional weight of the four men 
caused it to part. Had the men obeyed the rules, 
with which they were familiar, the accident 
Would not bave happened.

BUSINESS MEN AND CHILDREN, 


SUCCESSFUL MISSIONS AT TRINITY CHURCH 
AND ST. MARK’S CHAPEL. 

Missioner Aitken talked to the down- 
town business men in Trinity Church yesterday 
noon about faith. His hearers included scores 
cf prominent bankers, brokers, merchants, and 
lawyers, and the congregation was 80 vast that 
it filled the church to overflowing. The seats 
were crowded, the aisles were crowded, and the 
vestibule was crowdea. Forty or fifty men 
found seats in the chancel and joined heartily 
with the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix and the Rev. W. 
8. Rainsford in leading the singing. It wasan 
extraordinary sight to see gray-haired men of 
wealth and high social position standing shoul- 
der to shoulder with their clerks and their por- 
ters in the midale of a busy day singing with 
fervor the stirring mission hymns, 

The Rev. Mr. Aitken spoke of the desirability 
of living a religious life. In considering the 
auestion whether religion is worth acquiring 


and practicing aman is met with a powerful 
skepticism that seems to pervade the entire 
commercial community. There is a disposition 
among men to hold the cause of religion re- 
sponsible for the acts of individuals. A business 
man who is not a religious man has a transaction 
with another man who makes a conspicuous 
show of religion. The unreligious man is cheated, 
and he hurries back to his office in a rage and 
says to his partner: ** There is yourreligion. I 
want none ot it!” He blames the cause of re- 
ligion for what the man who professes religion 
did. Durine the rest of the week the same unre- 
ligious man may be cheated half a dozen times by 
unreligious men, but such transactions will not 
leave any particular impression on his mind. He 
will never, however, forget to speak of having 
been cheated by a religious man. The fact is, a 
Christian is judged by a much higher standard 
than the ordinary man of the world. He should, 
therefore, be more circumspect, for he is respon- 
sible not only for his own good name but for 
the bonor of Christ. The world may not read 
the Bible nor study Christ, but it studies very 
closely the characters of those who profess 
Christianity. 

The missioner hoped that God would pour 
down upon the merchants of New-York such a 
sense of moral purity and responsibility that 
they would rather die than lose their respect for 
Christianity. **The reason why 50 many men 
fail in the various walks of life,’’ said Mr. 
Aitken, “is that they do not live by faith. It is 
necessary that every Christian man shall live by 
faith. Godisas mucha Godin the commercial 
world as he is in spiritual matters.” Allusion 
was made to the common notion that business 
couid not be conducted on religious principles 
and the speaker urged that it pot only could 
but itshould be so conducted. Merchants at- 
tend church on Sundays and worship devoutiy. 
Many of them identify themselves with the 
church and are known as Christian men. Yetin 
business they are sharp, worldly, and perhaps a 
trifle tricky. Their only ideais to get the best 
ot a bargain. Should their consciences be 
pricked a little they would say: ** Oh, wel), you 
can’t do business on a sentimental basis. Busi- 
ness is business."” ° j 

Men should strive to do right, Aééording to the 
teachings of Christ, whether in business or in other 
matters. They should have sufficient faith in 
God to let the results of their work rest with 
Him. Nobody had aright to say that faity was 
not practical. It was written in the Bibie that 
the just should lvie by faith. A man could not 
expect to be a Christian part of thetime anda 
worldly man partof thetime. He must natu- 
rally be one thing or the other. The speaker had 
heard merchants say that it would cost them a 
great deal to take their religion into their busi- 
ness. Did those merchants ever think of what 
it would cost them not to be religious ? 

The missioner made an earnest appeal to his 
hearers to be courageous and conduct their busi- 
ness on the same principles ot Christianity that 
they professed when worshiping in the house of 
God. He assured them that if they piaced their 
faith in God they would meet with all of the 
success that was good for them. If it was not 
good for them to have wealth, then the sooner 
their dollars were taken_away from them the 
better. 

Missioner Aitken will preach in Trinity Church 
this noon on the subject of ** Purity.” 

The scenes at St. Mark’s Chapel, on Tompkins- 
square, every night during the past week, where 
sometimes as many as l, children have as- 
sembled at a time, vividly suggest the gathering 
of the young at Cologne and St. Denis in the 
Middle Ages for the purpose of forming an army 
for the conquest of the Holy Land. The waving 
of banners and the volume of so many voices in 
the singing combine to render the occasion an 
unusual one, although the principal attraction 
is the preaching by the Rev. Dr. Richard New- 
ton, of Philadelphia, who is known the world 
over as the patriarch and prince of all preachers 
to the young—a work in which he has been as- 
sisted by his son, the Rey. W. W. Newton, who 
has achicved almostequal fame in this direction. 

The work at this chapel has probably filled the 
measure of expectation more completely than 
any otherin connection with the Advent Mis- 
sion. The crowds of old as well as young at all 
the services have been so great that overtiow 
meetings have always been held, oftentimes in 
as many as two places, and the attendance of 
the police bas been necessary to prevent noise 
and overcrowding. The location of the chapel 
isone peculiarly suited to such work, it bein 
one of the most densely populated in the word. 
The chapel, which has recently been erectea by 
Rutherturd Stuyvesant at a cost of nearly $200,- 
000, is constructed with special reference to 
work for the young. Itis2 part of St. Mark's 
Parish, of which the Rev. Dr. J. H. Rylance is 
Rector, and the minister in charge, the Rev. J. 
E. Jobnson, is called **the theatre preacher,”’ on 
account of his having held religious meetings 
tor years in Philadelphia and elsewhere for non- 
churchgoers in theatres and public halis. So 
that all the means at this mission seem to have 
been suited to the requirements of the under- 
taking. 

The Rev. Dr. Newton is now nearly 90 years 
old, but is as ruddy and vigorousasever. His 
innumerable volumes of sermons to children 
have been transiated into 80 languages. He is 
still editor of the Sunday school paper issued 
by the American Sunday School Union, the 
chief publication of the sortin the world. His 
**Life of Christ for the Young” is the only pro- 
duction of the kind extant. His appearance in 
the pulpit, with his long white locks, crowned 
by a velvet skull cap, is benignant and patri- 
archal in the extreme. When he stands erect, 
surrounded by a dense throng ot children, who 
sit all over the chancel floor and steps, it is 
equal to a Bible picture—a tableau out of 
Oriental life. 

The Rev. William W. Newton, who has usually 
conducted one of the overflow meetings, nearly 
sustains his father’s reputation as a preacher to 
the young. He is best known, however, as an 
author and poet, and enjoys an English reputa- 
tion even greater than that at home. He is the 
originator and manager of the **Congress of 
Churches” which was held last year at Hart- 
ford, Conn., and which promises so much for 
the promotion of Christian union and charity. 
Altogether, the Advent Mission to Children on 
the East Side, at St. Mark’s Chepel, has been 
unique in the history of work for the young. 
Many older people have profited by it, and it 
will be remembered a iong time in that neigh- 
borhood.

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PASTEUR WILL CARE FOR THEM. 


NEWARK CHILDREN BITTEN BY A MAD DOG 
TO BE SENT TO PARIS. 

Two men, evidently mechanics, sat in 
the anteroom of Dr. O‘Gorman’s office on Broad- 
street, Newark, for nearly an hour late yester- 
day afternoon awaiting an audience. When the 
door of the inner room finally opened one of 
them produced a crumpled enyelope, the con- 
tents of which jingled as he handed it to the 
doctor. Said he: ** Doctor, we work in the Do- 
mestic Sewing Machine shops, and a few of us 
working together on the same job got to talking 
about the children that were bitten by the mad 
dog Wednesday, and we thought we ought to 


contribute something toward sending ’em to 
Paris to be cured. Here’s what we picked up 
among ourselves.” 

The doctor opened the envelope and shook out 
a one-dollar note and $3 20 insilver. A third 
man, who had also been waiting his opportuni- 
ty, said: “Doctor, the employes in the trunk 
manufactory of William O. Headly took upa 
contribution to-day, and here is the result.” 
The package he presented containea $27 50. 
Chancellor Runyon dropped in just then, and 
asked how much money was wanted, and to 
whom he should sendacheck, and expressed 
his sympathy with the undertaking. 

Thursday afternoon Dr, O’Gorman cabled to 
Pasteur in Paris asking if he would take charge 
of the children if they were sent to Paris. Yes- 
terday Pasteur answered, directing Dr. O’Gor- 
man to send the children immediately if he 
feared danger. Twoof the children, and per- 
haps four, will be sent next week. The parents 
of the other two refuse to allow them to go. 
About $300 bas already been subscribed toward 
the undertaking, and Dr. O’Gorman said yester- 
day that there would be no lack of money. 
Yesterday a local clothing dealer sent to each 
of the children, saying that he would give 
them full Winter outtits im case they were not 
provided with clothing suitable for a December 
ocean voyage. The matter has created no little 
excitement in Newark, anda large proportion 
of the physicians of the city are in sympathy 
with Dr. O’Gorman in his efforts to secure spe- 
cial treatment for the children. A number of 
physicians met at the office of Dr. Herold. Pres- 
ident of the Board of Health, yesterday morn- 
ing to discuss the matter. Among them were 
Dr. O’Gorman, Dr. Osborne, and Prof. Billings, 
of New-York. It is probable that Prof. Billings 
will go with the children to Paris. 

In the meantime there is acrusade against 
dogs. A police detective has caused a number 
to be shot, and the Health Board nas instructed 
its inspectors to trace the animals eo to 
bave been bitten by the author of all the mis- 
chief and quarantine and muzzie them until it 
can be determined whether or not they are 
afflicted with hydrophobla. People eenerally 
say there are altogether too many dogs in the 
city, and every animal met on the street is re- 
garded with suspicion. Almost every letter car- 
rier, expressman, and messenger in the city has 
a story to tell of the evil disposition of some 
animal which he finds in some part of his cus- 
tomary business route.

COMPARISON OF THE CITY’S TRADE WITH 
THAT OF OTHER PORTS. 


Advance sheets of the annual report of 
the Chamber of Commerce show that the total 
value of foreign imports here were $408,035,435, 
against $214,734,217 for the rest of the country, 
during the last fiscal year. In exports bread- 
stuffs of a value of $59,955,530 were shipped from 
this port, and $100,415,291 from the country’s 
other ports; exports of provisions from New- 
York were $73,815,469, and from other ports, 
$33,516,987; cotton from here, $40,944,779, and 
from elsewhere in the United States, $161,- 


017.679; mineral oils from here, $35,663,845, 
and from elsewhere $14,219,988; refined sugar 
from here, $14,164,470, and from _ elsewhere 
$1,907,297; leaf tobacco from here $13,800,868, and 
from elsewhere $7,998,383; cotton manufactures, 
$9,268,623 from here and $2,567,968 from else- 
where. The total value of domestic exports 
from New-York was $349,939,225, and from other 
ports of the United States $401,119,831, including 
domestic coin and bullion from New-York of 
$15,220,998, and $9,155,112 from elsewhere in the 
country. 

In the jist of imports $45,573,110 worth of sugar 
and molasses was received at this port and $3),- 
145,700 at other ports of the country; coffee im- 
ported: here was $34,147,226 and $12,576,092 else- 
where; tea, $11,253,575 here and $2,794,008 else- 
where; woolen manufactures, $25,951,698 here 
and $9,537,616 elsewhere; silk manufactures, 
$24,849,800 here and $2,617,765 elsewhere; cot- 
ton manufactures, $21,207,444 here and $5,889,797 
elsewhere; flax manufactures, $15,054,959 here 
and $5,437,417 elsewhere; hides and _ skins 
otber than fur skins, $13,711,327 here and 
$6,875.116 at other ports of the country; tin, 
$12,359.110 bere and $8,590,089 elsewhere. ‘The 
total value of imported coin and bullion re- 
ceived at New-York was $25,957,687 and at the 
other ports of the Upited States $17,284,636. 
¥oreign merchandise consumed during the year 
and now on hand at New-York amounts to 
$388,207,339 and at other United States ports, 
$751,059,056. The excess of foreign imports over 
domestic exports at this port was $38,268,114, and 
the excess of domestic exports over foreign im- 
ports at all ports of the United States was 
$163,651,628. The total foreign commerce at the 
port of New-York for the year amounted 
to $778,802,756 and at all the’ ports of the Unjted 
States, $1,405, 190,932, showing a decrease at this 
port for the year Of $97,165,803 and a decrease at 
all the ports of $107,580,015. 1n preceding years 
there were decreases as follows: In 1882, com- 
pared with 1881, of $46,552.441; in 1888, $15,497,477, 
and in 1884, $21,470,429. In these same years there 
have been decreases at all the ports with the one 
exception of 1883, when there was an increase 
for the year of $40,258,340. The decrease in 1882 
was $107,952,618 and in 1884 $94,559,093. 

A statement is also given showing the value 
of merchandise and coin and builion imported 
and exported for the year, with the means used 
in shipment. The imports brought to New- 
York by American vessels aggregated $59,787,494; 
in foreign vessels, $346,246,983, and in land 
vehicles, $958. The domestic exports from New- 
York, shipped in American vessels, amounted to 
$35,452,293; in foreign vessels, $614,486,932; the 
foreign exports, shipped in American vessels, 
was $6.280,370; in foreign vessels, $10,273,222, and 
in land vehicles, $1.274.504. The showing for all 
ports of the United States was as fol- 
lows: Imports brought in American vessels, 
$125,387,378; in foreign vessels, $463,546,587; 
and in land vehicles, $31,835,687; domestic ex- 
ports shipped in American vessels, $87,230,492; in 
foreign vessels, $642,085,246, and in land vehicles, 
$21,763,318; foreign exports shipped in Amer- 
ican vessels, $15,877,518: in foreign  ves- 
sels, $13,448,407, and in land vehicles, $3,036,- 
299. This shows the total values exported and 
imported at this port to have been $101,520,157 in 
American vessels, $671,007,137 in foreign vessels, 
and $1,275,462 in land vehicles. A similar analysis 
of all the ports of the country shows that vaiues 
of $22,949,538 were handled on American vessels 
and $1,119,060,240 on foreign vessels, and $5t,635,- 
304 on land vehicles. 


TAKING A MIDDLE COURSE. 

As Executor of the deceased owner of a 
house at West Third and Macdougali streets, 
Charles J. Pond sued the Metropolitan flevated 
Railway Company and the Manhattan Railway 
Company for damages on account of injury to 
the value of the building caused by the mainte- 
nance of the elevated railway in front of it. The 
case was tried in the Supreme Court, before 
Judge Barrett, withouta jury. A judgment was 
rendered yesterday in favor of the plaintiff for 
$2,500 damages. It having been decided that 
West Third-street was opened, under the act of 
1813, for general street purposes, among which 
was not included the passage of elevated rail- 
roads, the only question to be determined was as 
to how much the value of the house in question 
was depreciated by the partial exclusion of light 
from it. 

In passing on this question cutee Barrett 
said: “I baveno doubt that there has been a 
good deal of exaggeration upon both sides in 
this case and that opinions have been colored by 
interest. I am neither prepared to accept the 
plaintiff's extreme estimate of his _testator’s 
damage nor the defendant's optimistic views of 
the blessings cast with the shadows of its 
structure. * * * Happily, there is a middle 
ground which the evidence justifies, and with- 
out giving my reasons in extenso, or analyzing 
the testimony of the numerous witnesses, my 
verdict—since the question has been left to me 
as a jury—is that the plaintiff's damages, by 
reason of the defendant's appropriation of his 
light, fairly amount to $2,500.”

After rendering his decision in the suit 
of the American Bell Telephone Company against 
The People’s Telephone Company for infringe- 
mentof patent andfor an injunction, Judge 
Wallace, of the United States Circuit Court, 
allowed the defendants, who were defeated in 
the action, to put in additional evidence ou 
statements made that it was new and of an im- 
portant character.
